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All violations of the Game and Fish Laws should be 
reported to William R. Oates, State Game, Fish and Forest 
Fire Commissioner, Lansing, Michigan.

PROTECTION OF FISH. 

An Act to provide for the appointment of a game and 
fish warden, and to prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act 28, P. A. 1887.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

SEIZURE OF ILLEGAL NETS. — PROSECUTION. 

(1) § 5754. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said game 
and fish warden to seize all nets of illegal mesh found in 
use in the waters of this State, and all nets and other 
fishing apparatus or appliances found in use in violation 
of the laws of this State, ^ and to enforce the statutes of 
this State for the preservation of moose, wapiti, deer, 
birds and fish, and to enforce all other laws of this State 
for the protection and propagation of birds, game and fish 
now in force, or hereafter enacted, and to bring or cause to 
be brought, and to prosecute or cause to be prosecuted, 
actions and proceedings in the name of the people of this 
State to punish any parties for the violation of said 
statutes and laws. Such actions and proceedings may be 
brought in the name of the people in the like cases, in 
the same courts, and under the same circumstances as 
they may now or at any time hereafter be brought by 
any individual or by the prosecuting attorneys of the 
several counties under and by virtue of any laws now 
existing or hereafter enacted.

DUTY OF WARDEN IN PROSECUTIONS. 

(2) § 5755. Sec. 3. Said warden may make complaint 
and cause proceedings to be commenced against any per- 
son for the violation of any of the laws for the protection 
or propagation of game or fish without the sanction of the 
prosecuting attorney of the county in which such proceed- 
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ings are commenced, and in such case he shall not be 
obliged to furnish security for costs. Said warden may 
also appear for the people in any court of competent 
jurisdiction in any case for violation of any of the laws 
for the protection or propagation of fish or game, and 
prosecute the same in the same manner and with the same 
authority as the prosecuting attorney of the county 
in which such proceedings are commenced. Said warden 
, shall have power to search any person and examine any 
boat, conveyance, vehicle, fish box, fish basket, game bag, 
or game coat,, or any other receptacle for game or fish, 
when he has good reason to believe that he will thereby 
secure evidence of the violation of the law; and any 
hindrance or interference, or attempt at hindrance or 
interference with such search and examination, shall be 
prima facie evidence of a violation of the law by the party 
or parties who hinder or interfere with, or attempt to 
hinder or interfere with such search and examination. 
Said game and fish warden shall at any and all times 
seize and take possession of any and all birds, animals 
or fish which have been caught, taken or killed, at a time, 
in a manner or for a purpose, or had in possession or un- 
der control, or have been shipped contrary to any of the 
laws of this State, such seizure may be made without a 
warrant. Any court having jurisdiction of the offense, 
upon receiving proof of probable cause for believing in 
the concealment of any bird, animal or fish, caught, taken, 
killed, had in possession, under control, or shipped con- 
trary to any of the laws of this State, shall issue a search 
warrant and cause a search to be made in any place, 
and to that end may cause any building, enclosure, or 
car to be entered, and any apartment, chest, box, locker, 
crate, basket or package, to be broken open and the con- 
tents thereof examined by said game and fish warden. 
All birds, animals or fish or nets or fishing appliances or 
apparatus seized by the said game and fish warden shall 
be disposed of in such manner as may be directed by the 
court before whom the offense is tried or by any court of 
competent jurisdiction. Said game and fish warden shall 
not be liable for damages on account of any search, ex- 
amination or seizure, or the destruction of any nets or 
fishing apparatus of any kind, in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 
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SERVICE OF WARRANTS. — SUNDAY ARRESTS. 

(3) § 5756. Sec. 4. Said game and fish warden shall 
have the same power to serve criminal process as sheriffs, 
and shall have the same right as sheriffs to require aid in 
executing such process. Said warden may arrest, without 
warrant, any person caught by him in the act of violat- 
ing any of the aforesaid laws for the protection or pro- 
pagation of birds, game or fish, and take such person 
forthwith before a justice of the peace, or other magis- 
trate having jurisdiction, who shall proceed without delay 
to hear, try and determine the matter, and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had as near as may be, as in other 
criminal matters triable before a justice of the peace, or 
other magistrate having jurisdiction. Such arrests may be 
made on Sunday, in which case the person arrested shall 
be taken before a justice of the peace, or other magis- 
trate having jurisdiction, and proceed against as soon as 
may be, on a week day following the arrest. 

ANNUAL REPORT. — VERIFICATION. 

(4) § 5757. Sec. 5. Said warden shall, in the month of 
December in each year, file in the office of the auditor 
general, an account in writing, stating the days and parts 
of days spent in the discharge of his duty, the kind of 
service rendered and the places where rendered, and the 
expenses paid or incurred in the time of the discharge of 
such duties, which account shall be verified by the oath 
of said warden stating that the same is correct and true 
in every particular. 

MONTHLY REPORTS. — TO BE TRANSMITTED TO LEGISLATURE. 

(5) § 5758. Sec. 6. Said warden shall, at the close 
of each calendar month, file with the secretary of state 
a report in writing, and in detail, stating the service per- 
formed by him during the last preceding month, includ- 
ing an account of the suits commenced at his instance, 
as herein provided for, the disposition made of the same, 
the result of any brought to trial, and the condition of 
any undisposed of, and any other particulars he may 
think proper, and no payment for services performed or 
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expenses paid by said warden shall be made until he shall 
present to the auditor general, in addition to the usual 
oath of performance and payment, a certificate from the 
said secretary that he has made the report required by 
this act. The secretary of state shall cause the monthly 
reports of said warden, or so much thereof as may be of 
interest to the public, to be transmitted annually to the 
legislature when in session. 

DEPUTIES AND ASSISTANTS. — DUTIES, SALAEIES AND EX- 
PENSES. — INTEBFEBENCE. — PENALTY. 

(6) § 5759. Sec. 7. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den shall have power to appoint a chief deputy for whose 
acts he shall be responsible and may revoke such appoint- 
ment at pleasure. Such chief deputy shall take the con- 
stitutional oath of office and shall do such work in the 
game and fish department as shall be assigned to him. 
During the sickness, absence or disability of the game 
warden he may execute the duties of the office. Such 
chief deputy shall devote his entire time to the work of 
the office and shall receive an annual salary of eighteen 
hundred dollars, and his actual expenses necessarily in- 
curred. The State game, fish and forestry warden shall 
have authority to appoint deputy game and fish wardens 
who shall have the same power and authority herein pro- 
vided for the game, fish and forestry warden himself, 
subject to the supervision and control and to removal by 
the State game, fish and forestry warden. Such State 
deputy game and fish wardens shall receive a salary to 
be fixed by the State game, fish and forestry warden on 
a merit basis and promotions to be made upon examina- 
tion of said deputies as to their previous experience and 
proficiency in the work of the department, said salary to 
be not less than two dollars and fifty cents per day and 
not more than four dollars per day- for each day actually 
spent in the discharge of their duties under the direction 
of the State game, fish and forestry warden and their 
actual expenses necessarily incurred when so employed. 
The salary and expenses of the chief deputy game, fish 
and forestry warden and the State deputy game and fish 
wardens shall be paid monthly on the warrant of the 
auditor general on itemized vouchers thereof verified 
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under oath and approved and certified by the State game, 
fish and forestry warden. The State game, fish and forestry 
warden is hereby given authority to employ special as- 
sistants to perform such special duties as he may deem 
necessary and fix their compensation: Provided, however. 
That the total amount of salary compensation and ex- 
penses of the chief deputy game and fish warden and State ' 
deputy game and fish wardens, and special assistants 
shall not in any one year exceed the sum provided for in 
the game and fish protection funds and shall be paid 
from said funds. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den may in times of necessity make use of the deputy 
game and fish wardens appointed under the provisions of 
this act to perform the same duties as required of deputy 
game, fish and forestry wardens. Said game and fish 
warden may appoint in each county not to exceed three 
residents thereof as county game and fish wardens, who 
shall have the same powers in their respective counties 
as are herein provided for the game and fish warden. 
The said game and fish wardens may be employed by In- 
dividuals, clubs and corporations interested in the en- 
forcement of the fish and game laws, and shall receive 
such other compensation as may be . allowed and provided 
for by the supervisors of their respective counties, except 
in the counties of Wayne (a) and Saginaw as fixed by 
the county salary act for Saginaw county. Any person 
who hinders, obstructs or interferes with or attempts to 
hinder, obstruct or interfere with the said game and fish 
warden, or any deputy or county warden in the discharge 
of any of his duties shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction thereof shall be filled not less 
than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars, together with 
costs of suit; and in default of payment thereof shall be 
confined in the county jail until said fine and costs are 
paid: Provided, That said imprisonment shall not ex- 
ceed thirty days.

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STATE GAME, FISH AND FOREST FIRE COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

An Act to provide for the transfer of the powers and 
duties of the State game, fish and forestry warden to 
the public domain commission, and to define the powers 
and duties of the public domain commission in relation 
thereto, and to repeal all acts or parts of acts which con- 
flict therewith. 

[Act 28, P. A. 1915.] 
The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

TRANSFER OF POWERS AND DUTIES. 

(7) Section 1. From and after the thirtieth day of 
June, nineteen hundred fifteen, all powers and duties im- 
posed by law upon the State game, fish and forestry war- 
den and in force immediately prior to the time this act 
shall take effect, shall be, and the same are hereby, trans- 
ferred to the public domain commission, which commis- 
sion shall from and after the said thirtieth day of June, 
nineteen hundred fifteen, exercise all the powers and au- 
thority and be charged with the performance of any and 
all duties imposed by any and all laws in force imme- 
diately prior to the time this act shall take effect, upon 
said State game, fish and forestry warden, except as here- 
inafter provided. 

GAME, FISH AND FOREST FIRE COMMISSIONER. — DUTIES, POW- 
ERS, SALARY AND TERM. 

(8) Sec. 2. As soon as practicable after the passage 
of this act, the said public domain commission shall ap- 
point some suitable person to be designated as game, flsh 
and forest fire commissioner who shall be an executive 
officer of the public domain commission for the purposes 
of this act, and who shall, under the supervision and 
control of said commission, devote his entire time to the 
enforcement of all laws in any way relating to game and 
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fish, birds, forest fires or kindred subjects which are in 
any manner subject to the control of the public domain 
commission or under its jurisdiction by virtue of this act 
or any subsequent act, and in the performance of his 
duties as herein prescribed he shall, subject to the super- 
visory control of the public domain commission, possess 
all of the powers and be vested with the same authority 
relative to the enforcement of any such laws as that 
possessed by the public domain commission. The said 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner so appointed shall 
receive such salary, not exceeding three thousand five 
hundred dollars per year, together with his necessary ex- 
penses while in the performance of his said duties, as the 
public domain commission shall determine, which salary 
and expenses shall be paid from any moneys in the State 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. The said game, fish 
and forest fire commissioner shall hold the position to 
which he is so appointed during such period as the public 
domain commission shall determine, which period shall 
be stated in such appointment, but shall not exceed a 
period of four years for any one term, but shall hold said 
office until his successor is appointed and qualified. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF COMMISSIONER, DEPUTIES AND ASSISTANTS. 

(9) Sec. 3. The game, fish and forest fire commis- 
sioner and any special assistant who may be appointed by 
the public domain commission under the provisions of this 
act or any existing law, shall be chosen from among 
men known to possess a general and practical knowledge 
of the duties and laws governing the position to which 
they are so appointed, and all special assistants and 
deputy game, fish and forestry wardens shall be chosen 
and appointed for such time and under such civil service 
rules as the public domain commission shall devise 
which will not be inconsistent with the statute under 
which such appointments are made: Provided, That any 
person appointed to any position by authority vested in 
the public domain commission by this or any subsequent 
act, shall not be chosen, appointed or removed from such 
position on account of their political affiliations. 
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OENEBAL POWERS. — NAME OF DEPABTMENT. — FILES. 

(10) Seo. 4. The State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner, the deputies and assistants herein provided 
for, shall continue to have all the powers, authority, im- 
munities and duties of every name and nature and to 
the same extent as were conferred or devolved upon the 
State game, fish and forestry warden, his deputies and 
assistants, respectively, by the laws relative thereto, prior 
to the passage of this act, and shall have such further pow- 
ers and duties as may be conferred upon them from time to 
time by the laws of this State, subject to the powers of 
appointment and supervision by the public domain com- 
mission as hereinbefore enacted. The. State game, fish 
and forestry department shall hereafter be known as 
"The State game, fish and forest fire department of the 
public domain commission," and all of the files, records 
and equipment of the State game, fish and forestry war- 
den's department shall be transferred to the State game, 
fish and forest fire department of the public domain com- 
mission for filing and safe-keeping. 

ACTS BEFEALED IN PABT. 

(11) Seo. 5. Act number twenty-eight of the public 
acts of eighteen hundred eighty-seven, as amended, act 
number thirty-seven of the public acts of eighteen hun- 
dred ninety-nine, as amended, and act number one hun- 
dred six of the public acts of nineteen hundred seven, as 
amended, and all other acts in conflict with the act, only 
in so far as said acts relate to the appointment and 
salary of the State game, fish and forestry warden, are 
hereby repealed, and in so far as any of said acts pre- 
scribe the powers and duties of the State game, fish and 
forestry warden they shall be deemed to remain in full 
force and effect, except as to the transfer of all such 
powers and duties to the public domain commission by 
virtue of this act.

SUPPRESSION OF FIBE8. 

(12) Seo. 2. In addition to the powers now conferred 
and the duties imposed on the State game and fish war- 
den, the powers of the commissioner of the State land 
office as forest commissioner relating to the suppression 
and prevention of forest fires, and the powers of chief 
f)re warden shall hereafter be exercised by, and the duties 
of said offices, as hereinbefore specified, shall hereafter 
devolve upon and be performed by the State game, fish 
and forestry warden. The office of chief fire warden is 
hereby abolished. 

Sections 1 and 3 of this act are superseded by Act 28, P. A. 1915.

An Act to provide for the preservation of the forests of 
this State and for the prevention and suppression of 
forest and prairie fires. 

[Act* 249, P. A. 1903.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

PREVENTION AND SUPPRESSION OF FIRES. — FIRE WARDENS. 

(13) Section 1. The State game, fish and forest war- 
den shall have charge of the prevention and suppression 
of forest fires, as hereinafter provided. The supervisors 
of townships are hereby constituted fire wardens of their 
respective townships. The State game, fish and forest 
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warden shall appoint a fire warden for each surveyed 
township of this State in which a supervisor does not 
reside. The fire warden so appointed shall be, where 
possible, a resident of the surveyed township for which he 
is appointed.

DISTRICTS. — SAr4ARY AND TERM OF DEPUTY WARDENS. DUTIES 

AND POWERS. 

(14) Sec. 2. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den shall divide the counties affected by this law into 
districts of suitable and convenient size as he may deem 
advisable and appoint for each of such districts a deputy 
game, fish and forestry warden: Provided, however. That 
not more than ten such deputy wardens shall be so ap- 
pointed, who shall have all the powers heretofore possess- 
ed by deputy game and fish wardens. Each of such 
deputy game, fish and forestry wardens shall receive from 
the State a salary to be fixed by the State game, fish 
and forestry warden on a merit basis and promotion to 
be made upon examination of said deputies as to their 
previous experience and proficiency in the work of the 
department, said salary to be not less than two dollars 
fifty cents per day, and not more than four dollars per 
day for each day actually spent in the discharge of their 
duties under the direction of the State game, fish and 
forestry warden, together with their actual expenses nec- 
essarily incurred when so employed to be paid on the 
voucher of the Auditor General semi-monthly. Such 
deputy game, fish and forestry wardens shall hold their 
ofllce during the pleasure of the State game, fish and 
forestry warden, and shall be subject to removal by him 
at any time. It shall be the duty of such deputy game, 
fish and forestry wardens to familiarize themselves by 
personal investigation with the locality and the condition 
of the cut-over lands, prairie lands and other districts 
in their respective counties where fires are most likely 
to start and spread, and to take such precautions as they 
shall deem reasonable and proper to prevent the starting 
or spreading of fires in such districts, and in doing so, 
may enter upon lands and remove or destroy brush, rub- 
bish and other dangerous combustible material where- 
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ever necessary. It shall be the duty of such deputy 
game, fish and forestry warden to caution all sportsmen, 
settlers and others of the danger of fires in the woods, 
to extinguish all fires left burning by anyone if within 
their power, and to give notice to any and all parties in- 
terested, when possible, of fires raging and beyond their 
control, to the end that the same may be controlled and 
extinguished. In case of fire, such deputy game, fish and 
forestry wardens shall have the power to employ assist- 
ance in emergencies to extinguish or control fires, to the 
same extent and in the same manner as fire wardens of 
townships in which fires are raging, and shall also have 
the power to call upon the fire wardens hereinbefore 
provided for in each of the townships affected by such 
fire for all such assistance as such township fire wardens 
shall be entitled to employ under the provisions of this 
act. It shall be the duty of said deputy game, fish and 
forestry wardens, whenever possible to go to the place 
of fire, take personal charge of and direct all efforts to 
extinguish and control the same. Said deputy game, fish 
and forestry warden shall have general charge of town- 
ship fire wardens in his district, and shall have authority 
to mass such fire warden force as may be available, at 
any special point in his district, to suppress fires.

DUTIES AS TO FIRES. — FOREST COMMISSIONER. — 

COOPERATION OF GAME WARDEN. 

(15) Sec 3. The State game, fish and forest warden shall 
have general charge of all the deputy game, fish and forest 
wardens and fire wardens hereinbefore provided for. Said 
deputy game, fish and forest wardens shall make annual 
reports to the State game, fish and forest warden, and 
such other written and verbal reports as he may require, 
which annual reports shall show in detail each fire oc- 
curing in such district, stating the cause of the same, 
the method used to control or extinguish such fire, amount 
of property destroyed and the number of lives lost, 
and such other facts as the State game, fish and forest 
warden may require. In case the fire warden force of 
any locality is deemed by the State game, fish and forest 
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warden inadequate to prevent or suppress forest fires, he 
shall appoint temporarily needed fire wardens whose 
duties and authority shall be the same as is herein griven 
to supervisors acting as fire wardens. He shall have 
authority to mass such fire warden force as may be avail- 
able at any special point to suppress fires. He shall co- 
operate with any police or military force of the United 
States government which may be detailed to guard the 
national domain from fire. He shall investigate, or cause 
to be investigated by said deputy game, fish and forest 
wardens, the damages done from time to time by forest 
fires, and the causes of such fires, and include the same 
in the annual report to be made by him to the governor. 
The commissioner of the State land office is hereby made 
forest commissioner of the State. Said forest commis- 
sioner shall investigate the extent of the forests of the 
State, together with the amounts and varieties of the 
wood and the timber growing therein, the method used, 
if any, to promote the re-growth of timber, and any other 
facts relating to forest interests which he may regard 
as important. The State game, fish and forest warden 
shall cooperate with the forest commissioner in securing 
such information, and shall render such assistance as may 
be possible through his department in securing the same.

GAME LAWS. — WABNING PLACABDS. 

(16) Seo. 4. The State game, fish and forest warden 
shall provide and officially sign an abstract of the penal 
laws of this act, with such rules and regulations in ac- 
cord therewith as he may deem necessary, and on or be- 
fore the first day of March of each year he shall forward 
as many copies as he considers needful to the several 
fire wardens in the State and to all railroad companies, 
and it shall be the duty of said fire wardens to post up 
such abstract as warning placards in twelve conspicuous 
places in their respective districts.

MEANS or PREVENTION OB SUPPBESSION.^EXPENSE. 

(17) Seo. 5. During a dry and dangerous season when 
forest fires are prevailing or are liable to break out, the 
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State game, fish and forestry warden shall use such 
means under his command as he may deem necessary to 
prevent or suppress fires, and expenses thus incurred 
shall be paid by the State, which expenditure in any fiscal 
year shall not exceed twenty thousand dollars to be paid 
out of the general fund upon the order of the State game, 
fish and forestry warden.

ASSISTANCE MAY BE REQUIRED. — PENALTY FOR REFUSAL. 

(18). Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of each fire warden 
to take precautions to prevent the setting of forest fires, 
and when his district is suffering or threatened with fire, 
to go to the place of danger to control such fires, and 
each forest fire warden shall have authority to call to 
his assistance in emergencies any ablebodied male per- 
son over eighteen years of age, and if such person refuses, 
without reasonable justification or excuse, to assist, or 
if any fire warden refuses or neglects to perform the 
duties assigned him in this act, such officer or person 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dollars or imprisonment in the county jail 
not to exceed three months. 

ENFORCEMENT OF ACT. — ARRESTS. — INVESTIGATION OF CAUSES 
OF FIRES. — TRANSFER OF WARDENS. 

(19) Sec. 7. The State game, fish and forest warden, 
the deputy game, fish and forest wardens and the several 
fire wardens created by this act shall have authority to 
enforce the provisions of this act, and it shall be the duty 
of said deputies and said fire wardens to cooperate with 
the fire warden of any adjoining district, and in the 
absence of such fire warden to direct the work of control 
and extinguishment of forest fires in such district, and 
to arrest, without warrant, every person found violating 
any provison of this act, and to forthwith take the offender 
before a magistrate and make complaint against such 
person. It shall further be the duty of each of said 
deputy game, fish and forest wardens to look up the evi- 
dence relative to all fires the cause of which is unknown, 
3 
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and actively endeavor to secure the conviction of all per- 
sons violating the provisions of this act. The township 
fire wardens provided for in this act shall inquire into 
the cause of each forest fire within their respective dis- 
tricts, and report the same verbally or in writing to the 
district warden, as he may request, and shall also inform 
him of conditions existing in their several districts be- 
lieved by them to be dangerous, and also report such 
other facts as the district warden may require. The State 
game, fish and forest warden may transfer to any other 
district than the one for which he is appointed for a 
specified time, any deputy game, fish and forest warden, 
to aid in the enforcement of the laws for the protection 
of game and fish and in the prevention and suppression 
of forest fires.

COMPENSATION, HOW PAID. — APPEAL TO GAME WARDEN. 

(20) Sec. 8. Each fire warden shall receive for his 
actual services rendered under this act, two dollars per 
day, two-thirds of which shall be paid by the municipality 
where such service is performed, and one-third by the 
State; and any employe engaged in like service shall re- 
ceive at the rate of two dollars per day, and said expense 
shall also be paid, two-thirds by the municipality where 
such service is rendered, and one-third by the State as 
hereinafter provided, but no payment shall be made to 
any claimant under this act until he shall have presented 
an itemized account and made oath or affirmation that 
said account is just and correct, which account shall be 
approved by the township board. The clerk of the board 
shall thereupon issue to each claimant his warrant upon 
the township treasurer for the entire sum to which such 
claimant is entitled, and such treasurer shall pay the 
same. Such clerk shall transmit the original oath and 
copy of the warrant to tha Auditor General, who shall 
audit such claim, and one-third thereof shall be paid out 
of the State treasury from the general revenue fund by 
warrant issued by the auditor general upon the State 
treasurer in favor of the county in which the same was 
paid and forward the same to the treasurer of said county, 
who shall pay it over to the treasurer of the proper town- 
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ship: Provided, That no fire warden shall be paid in any 
one year for more than twenty days' service in extinguish- 
ment and preventing forest fires, nor for more than five 
days' service in each year in posting notices and making 
the reports required by this act, nor in the aggregate, 
for more than twenty-five days' services of whatever char- 
acter in any one year; nor shall any one person em- 
ployed by fire wardens to assist in extinguishing or pre- 
venting forest fires be paid for more than ten days of 
such service in any one year, except upon special instruc- 
tion from the State game, fish and forestry warden: Pro- 
vided, That in case the township board of any township 
shall refuse and neglect to pay any proper and legitimate 
claim which may be presented to them, within thirty 
days after receipt thereof, the person presenting such 
claim shall have the right to appeal to the State game, 
fish and forestry warden, who shall investigate such claim 
and if he deems that the services have been rendered 
and the claim is just and the claimant entitled to com- 
pensation, he shall certify the same to the auditor general 
who shall pay the whole amount thereof to the claimant 
from the general revenue funds of the State treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, two-thirds of which shall be 
charged by the auditor general to the county in which 
such service was rendered, and the county treasurer of 
said county shall charge the same to the township in 
which such service was rendered, and shall be allowed 
by the township treasurer in his settlements with the 
county treasurer.

CARELESS SETTING OF FIBES. — PENALTY. 

(21) Sec. 9. Any person who wilfully, negligently or 
carelessly sets on fire, or causes to be set on fire, any 
woods, grass lands or other combustible material, whether 
or not on his own lands, by means whereof the property 
of another is injured or endangered, or any person who 
wilfully, negligently or carelessly suffers any fire set 
by himself to damage the property of another, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding three months. Any person who 
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maliciously sets on fire, or causes to be set on fire, any 
woods, grass lands or other combustible material whereby 
the property of another is destroyed or life is endangered, 
shall be punished with a fine of not oyer five hundred dol- 
lars, or be imprisoned in the State prison for a term of 
not over ten years, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

FIRES NEAR FOREST LANDS. — INCOMBUSTIBLE WADS. — ^FIRE 
^ BRANDS. 

(22) Sec. 10. Any person who shall kindle a fire on or 
dangerously near to forest or grass lands, and leave it 
unquenched, or shall be a party thereto and every person 
who shall use other than incombustible wads for fire- 
arms, or who shall carry a naked torch, fire brand, or 
other exposed light in or dangerously near to forest land, 
causing risk of accidental fire, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or imprisonment in 
the county jail not exceeding three months. 

DESTROYING WARNING PLACARDS. 

(23) Sec. 11. Every person who shall wilfully deface, 
destroy or remove any warning placard posted under the 
requirements of this act shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars for each offense, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail not exceeding three months. 

SPARK ARRESTERS. — CLEARING RAILROAD RIGHT OF WAY. COM- 
PANIES TO WARN EMPLOYES. — ^PENALTY FOR NEGLECT. 

(24) Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of all railroad com- 
panies operating any railroad within this State, to usa 
efiicient spark arresters on all their engines and to keep 
their right of way to the width of fifty feet on each side 
of the center of the main track cleared of all combustible 
material and safely dispose of the same within said limits 
of their right of way between the fifteenth day of April 
and the first day of December. No railroad company 
shall permit its employes to leave a deposit of fir^ or live 
coals or hot ashes in the immediate vicinity of wood- 
land or lands liable to be overrun by fires, and where en- 
gineers, conductors or trainmen discover that fences or 
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other materials along the right of way or woodland ad- 
jacent to the railroad are burning or in danger from fire, 
they shall report the same promptly at the next tele- 
graph station at which an operator is on duty. In season 
of drought, railroad companies shall give particular in- 
struction to their employes for the prevention and prompt 
extinguishment of fires, and they shall cause warning 
placards furnished by the forestry commissioner to be post- 
ed at their stations in the vicinity of forests and grass- 
lands, and where a fire occurs along the line of their 
road, they shall concentrate 'Such help and adopt such 
measures as shall be available to effectively extinguish it. 
Any railroad company wilfully violating the requirements 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
for each such offense, and railroad employes wilfully 
violating the requirements of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and be punished by a fine of not less 
than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars, and in de- 
fault of the payment of such fine and costs of prosecution, 
shall be committed to the county jail for a period not 
exceeding ninety days. But this section shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit or prevent any railroad company from 
piling or keeping upon the right of way, cross ties or other 
material necessary in the operation or maintenance of 
such railroad: Provided, That for the purpose of this 
act the term "railroad company" shall include any and 
all railroad companies, logging road companies or any 
and all companies which operate a steam locomotive at 
any time or place outside of the limits of incorporated 
cities and villages.

SPABK ABBESTEBS ON POBTABLE ENGINES. — DUTY AS TO LIVE 

COALS, ETC. — PENALTY. 

It shall be the duty of each and every 
owner of threshing or other portable steam engines to 
have efiAcient spark arresters on their engines at all times 
when in use, and no person in charge of any threshing 
engine shall deposit live coals or hot ashes from his 
engine in any place without putting them out or cover- 
ing them with at least three inches of earth before leav- 
ing them. All persons violating the provisions of this sec- 
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lion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not less 
than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars.

All moneys received as penalties for 
violating the provisions of this act shall be paid into the 
county treasury of the county wher.ein the offense occurred, 
and the treasurer of the county shall pay the same forth- 
with to the treasurer of the municipality where the of- 
fense occurred, to be used in defraying the expenses of 
enforcing the provisions of this act within such muni- 
cipality. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

(29) Sec. 17. The forest commissioner shall, annually 
on or before the first day of December, make a written 
report to the governor, together with an itemized ac- 
count of the expenses incurred in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act, which report shall include such 
statistics and facts as he has obtained from the chief fire 
warden and from the several fire wardens of the State, 
and from other sources, together with his suggestions 
relative to the preservation of the forests of the State 
and the prevention and extinguishment of forest fires.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

BOABD OF FISH COMMISSIONERS. — TERM. — POWERS. — VACANCIES. 

(31) § 5833. Section 1. That it shall be the duty 
of the governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, to appoint three persons, residents of this 
State, who shall constitute a board of fish commissioners. 
The persons so appointed shall hold office each for the 
term of six years, the terms of office of the several per- 
sons now composing said board to continue for the time 
for which they were appointed, or until their respective 
successors are appointed, confirmed, and qualified. The 
board of fish commissioners, as at present organized and 
constituted by law, and their successors in office appointed 
hereunder, or under any act or the legislature of this 
State which may hereafter become a law shall con- 
stitute a body corporate by and with the name and title 
of the "State Board of Fish Commissioners," with the 
right, as such corporation, of contracting, suing and be- 
ing sued, of making and using a common seal, taking 
conveyances and leases of lands and tenements, and hold- 
ing and disposing of the same, in the said corporate 
name, and of owning, using, and disposing of personal 
property, for the uses of said board in carrying out the 
objects of their organization and appointment, as the same 
are herein or may by law hereafter be declared. Any 
vacancies occurring in the membership of said board, to 
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be filled by the governor; appointments to fill vacancies 
to be submitted to the senate for confirmation at its next 
regular session, if extending beyond a session of the legis- 
lature. 

DUTY OP BOABD. — ^EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION. — 8UPEBINTEND- 

ENT. — SALABY. — ASSISTANTS. 

(32) § 5834. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the said 
board of commissioners to select suitable locations within 
this State whereon to establish and maintain fish-breed- 
ing establishments for the propagation and cultivation of 
whitefish, and such other kinds of food fish as they may 
direct, for the purpose of stocking with such fish and 
replenishing the supply of the same in such of the inland 
and bordering waters of this State as they may know, 
or have reason to believe are suitable for the kinds of 
fish they may select. All property owned or leased by 
the fish commission shall be exempt from taxation so 
long as held and used for State purposes under this act. 
Said board of commissioners shall employ a competent

WHERE UNLAWFUL TO USB NETS. 

(42) § 5872. Sec. 12. It shall not be lawful hereafter 
for any person to fish with any species of seines or nets 
within a radius of one hundred feet of or from any fish 
shute or ladder, dam to which a fish shute or ladder is 
attached, nor to hinder or frighten fish from a free pas- 
sage up or down a fish shute or ladder. 

All of this act, except sections 12 and 14, is superseded by Act 
236 of 1915. See sections 44-57. 

PENALTY. 

(43) § 5874. Sec. 14. Any person who shall be found 
guilty of a violation of any provision of this act, except 
those provisions contained in section three hereof, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five dollars and not more than 
one hundred dollars and the costs of prosecution, and in 
default of payment thereof shall be confined in the county 
jail until such fine and costs shall be paid; but such con- 
finement shall not exceed thirty days.

MINNOW SEINES. — SPEARING THROUGH ICE. 

(45) Sec 2. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take, catch or kill or attempt to take, catch 
or kill any fish of any kind in any of the inland waters 
of this State with any kind of spear or grab hook, snag 
hook, or. by the use of jack or artificial light of any kind 
or by the use of set, or night lines, or any kind of a net, 
or of any kind of fire-arms, or any explosive substance or 
combination of substances which have a tendency to kill 
or stupefy fish, or any other device of whatsoever name 
or description, except the hook and line while held in 
the hand or under immediate control: Provided, how- 
ever. That the spearing or catching by dip net of mullet, 
grass pike, red sides and suckers shall not be unlawful 
during the months of March and April in each year in 
the streams and, rivers of this State; Provided further. 
That for the purposes of this act, the inland waters of 
this State shall be construed to be all the waters within 
the jurisdiction of the State of Michigan, except Lakes 
Michigan, Superior, Huron, St. Clair and Erie, and their 
connecting waters and the bays connected therewith: 
Provided further. That a hook and line shall be construed 
to be a single line, or single rod and line, with hook or 
hooks attached while being used ,for still fishing, or a 
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single line, or single rod and line, with single hook or 
hooks or with a natural or artificial halt not to exceed 
six inches in length with one or more hooks or gangs of 
hooks attached, to be used for casting or trolling for fish, 
and the method of capturing fish shall be by means of the 
fish taking the bait or hook in the mouth: ProTided 
further, That any person or persons may use not to exceed 
five lines with single hooks attached for the purpose of tak- 
ing any kinds of fish, except brook trout and bass, through 
the ice during the months of December, January and 
February in each year, said lines to be termed "ice lines," 
and that any person or persons may use two lines or 
rods and lines with hooks attached while fishing from 
a boat: Provided further. That any person or persons 
may use minnow seines, not to exceed twenty feet in 
length, for the purpose of taking chubs, shiners, suckers, 
dace and stoneroller minnows from any of the inland 
waters of this State to be used for bait only in hook and 
line fishing: Provided further. That it shall hereafter 
be lawful in the months of January and February in each 
year to take, catch or kill through the ice by the use of 
a spear, any and all kinds of fish, except brook trout, 
and black bass in any or all of the inland lakes and 
streams of this State: And provided further, That all 
waters, lakes and streams in this State, which are now 
protected from spearing by any local act of the legis- 
lature of this State, shall be exempt from the provisions 
of this act. 

WHEN UNLAWFUL TO TAKE BROOK TROUT. — BROOK TROUT DE- 
FINED. 

(46) Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take by any means whatever in any of the in- 
land waters of this State any brook trout from the first 
day of September to the first day of May following there- 
after. For the purpose of this act any trout or salmon 
of any kind found in any of the inland waters of this 
State shall be declared to be brook trout without regard 
to the technical description or scientific name of the 
species. 
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UNLAWFUL TAKING OF BASS AND WALL-EYED PIKE. 

(47) Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for^any person or persons 
to take, catch or kill or attempt to take, catch or kill in any 
manner or by any means whatever in any of the inland 
waters of this State, any large and small mouth black 
bass, and wall-eyed pike, from and after the first day of 
March in each year up to and including the fifteenth 
day of June thereafter. 

NUMBER AND SIZE OF BBOOK TROUT. 

(48) Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take, catch or kill in any of the inland waters 
of this State more than thirty-five brook trout in any one 
day or to take with him or have in his possession at any 
point away from the inland waters from which they are 
taken, more than fifty brook trout at any one time, or to 
take, catch or kill or have in his possession any brook 
trout of a less length than seven inches. 

NUMBER AND SIZE OF BASS AND OTHER FISH. 

(49) Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take, catch or kill in any of the inland waters 
of this State, any large or small mouth black bass, a less 
length than ten inches, or to take, catch or kill in any 
one day more than ten large and small mouth black bass 
of a legal size, or to have in possession at any one time 
more than ten large and small mouth black bass and 
no person shall take, catch or kill, or have in possession 
at any one time more than a total of twenty-five of any 
of the following kinds of fishi Blue gills, sunfish, rock 
bass, white bass, calico bass, perch, wall-eyed pike and 
crappies, and no person shall take, catch or kill or have 
in possession any blue gills or sunfish of a less length 
than five inches or any rock bass, white bass, or calico 
bass of a less length than six inches, or any perch or 
crappies of a less length than five inches, or any wall- 
eyed pike of a less length than ten inches. 
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UNLAWFUL TO BUT OB SELL CERTAIN FISH, OB HAVE IN POS- 
SESSION DUBING CEBTAIN PEBIODS. 

(50) Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to purchase, buy or sell or attempt to purchase, 
buy or sell any brook trout or any large or small mouth 
black bass, calico bass, white bass, sturgeon, blue gills, 
sunfish, perch, rock bass, wall-eyed pike or crappies, at 
any season of the year, or to have in possession any of 
the kinds of fish above named during the prohibited 
periods in which the taking or catching of such species 
is prohibited. 

UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OF NETS, EXPLOSIVES OB CEBTAIN 

DEVICES. 

(51) Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to have in their possession upon any of the in- 
land waters of this State or within one-half mile there- 
from, any net, except dip nets not to exceed nine feet 
square without walls or sides for the purpose of taking 
mtillet, grass pike, redsides and suckers, and minnow 
seines, as provided in section two of this act; set lines, 
Jack or artificial light of any kind, or dynamite, giant 
powder or any other explosive substance or combina- 
tion of substances, or any other contrivance whatsoever, 
the use of which is prohibited by the provisions of this act, 
for the purpose of taking fish. 

WHEBE UNLAWFUL TO TAKE BBOOK TBOUT. 

(52) Sec. 9. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take any brook trout from any private waters 
used by individuals for the propagation of fish, without 
the consent of the owner, and then only during the open 
season for taking such fish, as provided for in this act.

(53) Sec. 10. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to place any obstruction or device across any race, 
stream or river of this State in such manner as to ob- 
struct the free passage of fish up and down the same. 
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PEBMIT TO TAKE FISH FOB CULTUBE OB SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGA- 
TION. 

(54) Seg. 11. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to take from any of the inland waters of this 
State any kind of fish in any manner for the purpose of 
fish culture or scientific investigation, without first ob- 
taining a permit from the Michigan fish commission, ex- 
cept that persons who are operating a private fish pond 
may take such fish from their own ponds for the purpose 
of propagation, scientific investigation or sale under the 
provisons of act number one hundred seventy of the pub- 
lic acts of nineteen hundred five: Provided further, That 
the State game, fish and forestry warden may take from 
the inland waters of this State, whitefish or any other 
species of fish for the purpose of obtaining spawn for 
the fish culture or scientific investigation without secur- 
ing a permit from the Michigan fish commission. All 
fish so taken, however, shall be taken under the super- 
vision of a deputy of the department duly appointed for 
that purpose, and fish so taken may be sold to pay the 
expense of taking same. 

EVIDENCE OF VIOLATION OF ACT. — FOBFEITUBE OF NETS AND 

LINES. 

(55) Sec. 12. In prosecutions under the provisions of 
this act, it shall be prima facie evidence on the part of 
the people of a violation of the provisions of this act to 
show that the defendant was found upon any of the in- 
land waters of this State or within one-half mile thereof, 
with any net, except dip net or minnow seine as provided 
in section eight of this act, set line, Jack or artificial 
light of any kind, or with dynamite, giant powder or 
other explosive substance or combination of substances, 
the use of which is prohibited by the provisions of this 
act for the purpose of taking fish.

of the following fees: For each sail boat propelled by 
means of a sail, five dollars per year; for each boat pro-

It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, company, partnership or association to fish for 
clams, mollusks or pearls by means of . any kind of ap- 
paratus or in any manner whatsoever in any of the in- 
land waters of this State without first having been 
registered in the ofllce of the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden and a license issued therefor in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. 

APPLICATION FOE LICENSE. — FEES. — WHAT TO STATE. 

(66) Sec. 2. Any person, firm, company, partnership 
or association desiring to fish for clams, mollusks or 
pearls in any of the inland waters of this State shall

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forestry warden on a blank provided for that purpose by 
the State game, fish and forestry warden, accompanied 
by a fee of one dollar, if the applicant is a resident of 
this State, and a fee of fifty dollars, if the applicant is 
a non-resident of this State.

No male person over twenty-one years 
of age who is a non-resident of the State of Michigan 
shall take or catch or attempt to take or catch with a 
hook and line or any other device in any of the lakes 
and streams within the jurisdiction of the State of Michi- 
gan any fish of any kind without having in his possession 
an unexpired "angler's license" as hereinafter provided 
for.

(71) Sec 2. All county clerks, their deputies, all city, 
village or township clerks who may apply therefor, and 
the State game, fish and forestry warden, and his deputies, 
or any other proper and competent person or persons 
to whom the State board of fish commissioners may sell 
licenses in accordance with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby authorized to issue licenses in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. The State board of fish com- 
missioners shall furnish county clerks, all city, village 
and township clerks who may apply therefor, and the 
State game, fish and forestry warden with a sufllcient 
number of license blanks in book form; each leaf of the 
license book shall have printed thereon a blank form of 
license with stub, in duplicate, one of which shall be 
returned to the State board of fish commissioners and 
kept on file for reference.

Said board of fish commis- 
sioners is hereby authorized and directed to refund at 
actual cost price to such purchasers for all unsold 
licenses whenever same are returned to the ofiSce of said 
board.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

LICENSE TO PROPAGATE TBOUT, FOB SALE. — HOW ISSUED. 

(79) Section 1. The State board of fish commissioners 
shall issue a license to any person, partnership or cor- 
poration who is the owner or lessee or lawfully in control 
of any private waters, when engaged in the business of 
propagating brook trout or rainbow trout for sale; also 
to any person, partnership or corporation engaged in the 
business of selling brook trout or rainbow trout propagat- 
ed in such private waters or purchased from a person, 
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partnership or corporation licensed as aforesaid. The 
application shall be acted upon by said board within ten 
days after the same shall be filed with its secretary. 

For a provision relative to placing of screens in waters of private 
preserves, see section 95. 

APPLICATION. — ^BOND. — LIQUIDATED DAMAGES. — ^BECOVEBY. — ^LI- 
CENSE. — CERTAIN SALES PROHIBITED. 

(80) Sec. 2. Before any such license is issued, a writ- 
ten application therefor shall be filed in the office of said 
board by the person, partnership or corporation desiring 
such license. The application shall state the full name 
and postoffice address of the applicant, with a description 
of the premises where such business is to be conducted, 
a description and the location of the building where trout 
are to be hatched and where trout are to be sold and 
whether such trout are to be sold for consumption, or 
alive, for stocking other waters, or for both such pur- 
poses, etc. Such applicant shall also, at the time of 
filing such application, file with the secretary of said 
board a bond in the penal sum of five hundred dollars, 
with at least two responsible sureties, payable to the 
people of this State, which shall be approved by the cir- 
cuit judge of the circuit in which said applicant resides; 
which bond shall be conditioned that the licensee shall 
keep, obey and perform all of the terms, conditions and 
requirements of this act; and if said licensee shall fail 
to keep, perform or obey any of the terms, conditions or 
requirements of this act, the makers of said bond shall 
be liable to pay the sum of fifty dollars as liquidated 
damages and full costs of suit for each and every viola- 
tion of this act. Said board may maintain suits for the 
recovery thereof in the circuit court for the proper county, 
and said bond shall remain as a continuing security for 
payment in case of any further breach of the conditions 
of said bond. The license shall be attested by the cor- 
porate seal of said board and signed by the president and 
secretary, and shall not be transferable. No person, part- 
nership or corporation shall sell any brook trout or rain- 
bow trout propagated or reared in any private waters 
or engage in the business of selling such fish unless a 
license to sell the same shall have been issued by said 
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board, as aforesaid, nor unless such license remains un- 
cancelled and in force. 

SALE OF UNDERSIZED FISH. 

(81) Sec. 3.- No such fish shall be sold or transported of 
a size less than seven inches in length, except when such 
fish are sold and transported alive for the purpose of 
stocking other waters within or without this State: Pro- 
vided, That such fish may be sold and transported within 
or without this State at any time under the provisions 
of this act and not otherwise.

SHIPMENTS. — BILL OF LADING. — DUTY OF SHIPPER. — STATE- 
MENT. 

(82) Sec. 4. No person shall sell or ship or cause to 
be sold or shipped or transported, and no person or cor- 
poration shall transport any such brook trout or rainbow 
trout, unless there shall be made, in duplicate, a bill of 
lading describing such shipments, signed by the carrier, 
or his or its agent, showing the true date of such ship- 
ment, and to which shall be attached a true invoice or 
bill of sale of such fish, which shall set forth approximate- 
ly the number and the true aggregate weight of the fish 
sold, the name and residence of the seller, shipper or 
consignor, and of the purchaser or consignee, nor unless 
the package containing such fish shall be plainly marked 
with the name and address of the consignee, the name of 
the shipper, and that it contains brook trout or rainbow 
trout. Said package shall contain no other kind of fish 
whatever. The seller or shipper of such trout shall, with- 
in twenty-four hours after the sale or shipment is made 
as aforesaid, forward one copy of such bill of lading and 
invoice to the State game warden, by mail, at such place 
as he shall direct, or deliver the same to him in person, 
and the other copy to the consignee; and within six days 
after the receipt of such fish, if sold to a purchaser resid- 
ing in this State, such purchaser or consignee shall for- 
ward the said copy of bill of lading and invoice to the 
State game warden by mail at such place as he shall di- 
rect, or deliver the sam^ to him in person, together with 
a true statement showing whether or not said fish de- 
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scribed therein have been sold or what other disposition 
has been made of the same. 

SALE AT RETAIL. — SIGN TO BE PUT UP. — INVOICE TO BE EX- 
HIBITED. 

(83) Sec. 5. No licensee shall sell at retail within this 
State any brook trout or rainbow trout, propagated and 
raised at private hatcheries, as herein provided, except 
at a regular place of business which is known to the 
public; nor unless at such place of business there shall 
be kept posted up in a conspicuous place, so that it may 
be easily read, a sign or notice, which shall contain the 
following words: "Brook Trout Sold Here;" nor shall 
such person sell such fish without having in his possession 
the invoice of such fish herein required to be made. Every 
person having such brook trout or rainbow trout for sale 
shall exhibit the invoice thereof whenever so requested 
by any one purchasing such fish, or by any person author- 
ized to request it by the State board of fish commissioners, 
or by the State game and fish warden. No trout shall 
be sold under an invoice more than seven days old. 

VIOLATION A MISDEMEANOR. — ^PENALTY. — ENFORCEMENT OF

who shall ship, transport or sell brook trout or rainbow 
trout contrary to the provisions of this act shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and each sale shall be deemed 
a separate offense; and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not exceeding thirty days. Any fine imposed on a cor- 
poration convicted of violating any of the provisions of 
this act may be recovered in the name of the people of 
the State of Michigan in a suit at law in the circuit 
court for the county where such offense is committed and 
a recovery shall carry with it full costs of suit. A li- 
censee under this act shall be punished by the enforce-

WHEBE UNLAWFUL TO USE NETS, ETC. 

(85) Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take or catch fish of any kind, with gill 
nets, trap nets, seines or other device of any kind, ex- 
cept hook and line, in that part of Little Traverse Bay 
on Lake Michigan, known as Little Traverse Harbor, and 
lying inside or north and west of Harbor Point and a line 
starting from a point on the shore directly east of Har- 
bor Point light house, and running east to a point on the 
township line between township thirty-five north, of range 
five west, and township thirty-five north, of range six 
west; thence north to the north shore of Little Traverse 
Harbor. 

PENALTY. 

(86) Sec 2. Any person violating any of the provisions

WHEN AND WHERE FISH MAY BE SPEABED. 

(87) § 5888. Section 1. That it shall hereafter be 
lawful in the months of December, January, February and 
March in each year to take, catch or kill through the 
ice by the use of a spear, any and all kinds of fish, except 
brook trout, rainbow trout, German or brown trout, gray- 
ling, land-locked salmon and black bass in any or all of 
the inland lakes and streams of this State, including 
Lake St. Clair and that part of the St. Clair river below 
the village of Algonac, in St. Clair county, the channels 
through which said river empties into Lake St. Clair, and 
other channels and bayous comprising the waters of said 
lake: Provided, That all waters, lakes and streams in this 
State, except Maple river, which are now protected from 
spearing by any local act of the legislature of this State, 
shall be exempt from the provisions of this act.

(88) § 5859. Section 1. That in any of the navigable 
or meandered waters of this State where fish have been 
or hereafter may be propagated, planted or spread at the 
expense of the people of this State or the United States, 
the people shall have the right to catch fish with hook and 
line during such seasons and in such waters as are not 
otherwise prohibited by the laws of this State. 

NO action EXCfePT FOE ACTUAL DAMAGES. — DEFENSE. 

(89) § 5860. Sec. 2. No action at law shall be main- 
tained against persons entering upon such waters for the 
purpose Gf such fishing, by the owner, lessee or persons 
having the right of possession of adjoining lands, except 
for actual damage done. In any such action the defend- 
ant under a proper notice may dispute on the trial the 
plaintiff's right to either title or possession of the land 
claimed to be trespassed upon.

FISH SHTTTES. — WHEN MAY CLOSE. — WAIVEB OF BUILDING. — 

HOW ERECTED. 

(90) Section 1. Any person, firm or corporation own- 
ing or using any dam now existing or which may here- 
after be constructed across any river, stream or creek in 
this State, shall erect and maintain in good repair, suffi- 
cient and permanent fish shutes or fish ladders to admit 
of the free and uninterrupted passage of fish over or 
through such dam during the months of March, April, 
May, June, September, October and November in each and 
every year: Provided, however. That the State game, 
fish and forestry warden, may upon the written appli- 
cation of any owner or owners of a dam, issue a permit 
to close said fish shute during any or all of said months 
for the purpose of conserving the water power: Provided 
further. That as to streams smaller than those designated 
as rivers and which are not frequented by any consider- 
able quantity of fish for which a closed season or seasons 
is provided by law, said warden may upon the written 
application of any owner or owners of a dam issue a per- 
mit waiving the building of such shutes, which waiver 
may be revoked at the pleasure of said warden, who, on 
revoking the same may require the building of the shutes 
as provided in this act, on written notice of not less than 
sixty days to the owner or owners of such dam. Such 
shutes or ladders shall be erected and maintained by said 
owner or occupant of such dam, of such kind and placed 
in such manner as shall be prescribed by the State game, 
fish and forestry warden.

WABDEN TO PEEPABE PLANS. — TO FUBNISH COPIES. 

(91) Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the State game, 
fish and forestry warden to prepare a draft of a general 
plan of a fish shute or fish ladder on a scale of sufficient 
size for a working plan, that will in his opinion best per- 
mit of the free passage of large and small fish up and 
down a stream at the dam. On each plan shall be desig- 
nated the greatest allowable slope per foot run of said fish 
shute or fish ladder when in place in the dam, also the 
proper width and depth, together with such other details 
and specifications in respect to material and construction

repair a fish shute or ladder over or through said dam, 
shall render such person or corporation guilty o£ a dis- 
tinct and separate offense under the provisions of this 
act.

(95) Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to obstruct the channel or course of any 
river, stream or creek in this State by placing or causing 
to be placed therein any net, wire screen or any other 
apparatus or material of any kind whatever, which will 
tend to prevent the free passage of fish up and down such 
river, stream or creek, except as authorized by law, and 
any person or corporation so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation of the provisions of this act: Pro- 
vided, That the State game, fish and forestry warden 
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may authorize the placing of screens in any river, stream, 
creek or in the inlet or outlet of any lake, the adjoin- 
ing lands of which are owned by any single person, asso- 
ciation or corporation, when such lake has been stocked 
and is maintained as a private preserve by such person, 
association or corporation.

PENALTY. — SECOND AND SUBSEQUENT OFFENSES. 

(96) Sec. 7. Any person or corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this act, shall upon conviction there- 
of, for the first offense, be punished by a fine of not less 
than ten dollars and not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
together with costs :^f prosecution, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail not exceeding ninety days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court;

(97) Section 1. All fish of whatever kind found in 
the waters of Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie, 
commonly known as the Great Lakes, the bays thereof, 
and the connecting waters between said lakes, within the 
jurisdiction of this State, shall be, and are hereby declared 
to be, the property of the State of Michigan, and shall 
be taken, transported, sold and possessed only in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act or any other pro- 
vision of the laws of this State relating thereto. 

UNLAWFUL SETTING OF NETS. — CONNECTING WATERS DEFINED. — 
RIVER MOUTHS. — ^LAWFUL FISHING. 

(98) Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful to place or set any 
kind of a net or to take or attempt to take any kind of 
fish with a net in any of the connecting waters between 
Lake Superior and Lake Huron, and the connecting 
waters between Lake Huron and Lake Erie. For the pur- 
pose of this act, the connecting waters between Lake 
Superior and Lake Huron shall be defined as all that 
part of the Straits of St. Mary in this State, extending 
from a line drawn straight from the most northerly point of 
Round island to Point Aux Pins, to a line drawn due east 
and west from the most southerly point of Lime island ; and 
the connecting waters of Lake Erie and Lake Huron 
shall be defined as all of the St. Clair river, all of Lake 
St. Clair, and all of the Detroit river extending from Fort 
Gratiot light in Lake Huron to Bar Point light in Lake 
Erie. It shall be unlawful to set any net within one 
hundred sixty rods on either side of the mouth of any 
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river navigable for vessels drawing ten feet or more, nor 
less than forty rods on either side of the mouth of any 
other river or the outlet of any inland lake, leaving an 
open channel of eighty rods in width for the free pas- 
sage of fish, extending two miles from shore in which 
no nets of any kind shall be set. In case of dispute as 
to the location of the open channel the same shall be d'?- 
termined by the State game, fish and forestry warden: 
Provrded, That it shall be lawful at all times to catch 
any kind of fish in these connecting watel-s with a hook 
and line, except black bass, brook trout, rainbow trout and 
steelhead trout, or any other game fish protected by the 
laws of this State which shall only be tuken or possessed 
in the manner and at the time specified by any of the 
laws of the State of Michigan protecting such fish.

— REMOVAL OF NETS. — BAIT. — BLUE BACK HERRING. 

— LAWFUL AND UNLAWFUL NETS. 

(99) Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to use 
in the waters of Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron and 
Erie and the bays and harbors thereof within the juris- 
diction of this State any pound or trap net, gill net, 
seine or any fixed, set or movable net of any kind or de- 
scription whatever, the meshes of which are different than 
prescribed by this section as follows: Gill nets with 
meshes of not less than four and one-half inches may be 
used for the taking of whitefish and trout; gill nets 
with meshes of not less than three and one-eighth inches 
nor more than three and one-half inches may be used 
in not less than sixty fathoms of water for the taking 
of longjaws, chubs, black fins and fat trout, commonly 
called siscowets, wherever they will not interfere with or 
take whitefish or lake trout; gill nets with meshes of 
two and three-fourths inches may be used for the purpose 
of taking perch, herring, chubs and other rough fish where- 
ever and whenever they will not take more than fifteen per 
cent of immature whitefish and lake trout, such percent- 
age to be determined by the State game, fish and forestry 
warden, by inspection of the fish taken in such nets by 
lifts made on same grounds, for a period of six days in 
succession: Provided, That uninjured immature fish 
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shall be returned to the water. Said State game, fish and 
forestry warden is hereby given authority to remove or 
cause the removal from said waters of such nets whenever 
and wherever from the inspection herein provided he shall 
determine that such nets are taking more immature 
whlteflsh or trout than allowed by the provisions of this 
section. Gill nets with meshes of not less than one and 
one-half inches nor more than two inches may be used 
for the purpose of taking bait for hook and line fishing 
when and where such nets will not take immature fish. 
Gill nets with meshes of not less than two and one-half 
inches may be used for the purpose of taking blue back 
herring from November first to December fifteenth, in- 
clusive, in each year wherever they will not interfere 
with or take immature whitefish or trout. The State 
game, fish and forestry warden may issue permits under 
such regulations as he may deem advisable for the use 
of gill nets with meshes of two and one-half inches to be 
used for taking blue back herring, when set not more than 
three fathoms below the surface in waters of a depth of 
twenty fathoms or over, wherever they will not interfere 
with or take whitefish or trout. Pound nets with the pot, 
crib or pocket being that part of the net in which fish 
are finally captured, having meshes of not less than three 
and one-half inches in the bottom, sides and front, as 
found in use, extension measure, from center of knot to 
center of- knot when fully extended, with back having 
meshes of not less than two inches, extension measure, 
as manufactured, with the lead having meshes of not 
less than five inches, the funnel and the heart having 
meshes of. not less than four inches, extension measure, 
as manufactured, may be used for taking whitefish and 
trout; pound nets with the front, sides and bottom of the 
pot, crib or pocket, also that part of the funnel inside of 
the pot, crib or pocket having meshes of not less than 
two and one-fourth inches, and the back two inches, the 
funnel inside of the pot, crib or pocket two and one-fourth 
inches, and such part of the funnel outside of crib or 
pocket with the heart and lead four inches, as manu- 
factured, may be used for the purpose of taking pickerel, 
perch, herring and other rough fish where the season's 
catch of mature whitefish and trout does not exceed ten 
per cent per annum; and pound nets with meshes of not 
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less than two inches, extension measure, as mcnufactured, 
in pots, cribs or pockets, may be used from October first 
of each year to June fifteenth of the year following for 
the purpose of taking herring where they do not interfere 
with or catch immature whitefish or trout. Seines having 
wings with meshes of not less than four inches and 
pocket or bag, the bag of which shall not be more than 
one-fourth the length of the seine having meshes of not 
less than two and one-fourth inches extension measure, 
as used, may be used for the purpose of taking pickerel, 
wall-eyed pike, perch, herring, chubs and other rough fish 
wherever they will not interfere with or take whitefish or 
trout not to exceed ten per cent per annum: Provided, 
That seines shall not be used in any of the connecting 
waters of the Great Lakes for any purpose except for 
fish culture when used by the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden or his representatives. Hoop fyke nets and 
gobbler nets shall for the purpose of this act be considered 
pound or trap nets, and when used be so set or staked 
as to bring a portion of the heart or pockets to the sur- 
face of the water. It shall be unlawful to use in the 
waters of any of the said lakes, bays or harbors, sub- 
marine trap nets; and any pound, trap or hoop fyke net 
when set below the surface of the water shall for the 
purpose of this act be deemed a submarine trap net. The 
measurement of the meshes of gill nets as prescribed in 
this section shall be by extension measure from center 
of knot to center of knot when fully extended as used for 
the purpose of taking fish.

NETS IN USE AT PASSAGE OF ACT. 

(100) Seo. 4. All nets in use at the time of the passage 
of this act, and which are legal nets under the laws in 
force at that time, may be used until January one, nine- 
teen hundred twelve, even though made Illegal by the 
provisions of this act. 

UNLAWFUL TAKING OF TBOUT AND WHITEFISH. 

(101) Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful to take from any 
of the waters named in this act any trout from the tenth 
day of October to the first day of November, inclusive, 
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in each year other than provided for by section three 
of this act. It shall be unlawful to take from any of the 
waters named In this act, any whltefish from the twentieth 
day of November until the fifteenth day of December, 
inclusive, in each year: Provided, That the State game, 
fish and forestry warden may authorize the taking of 
trout or whltefish for the purpose of fish culture at any 
time during the closed seasons herein provided, when it 
shall be determined that such fish are ripe and ready to 
spawn.

SAVING AND DELIVERY OF SPAWN. — ^PLANTING OF SPAWN. — 
FAILX7BE TO COMPLY. — ^FISH FOR CULTUBE, ETC. 

(102) Seo. 6. All persons, firms and corporations en- 
gaged in fishing for whltefish and trout and pickerel or 
wall-eyed pike, in the waters named in this act, shall, 
from the beginning of the spawning season for these fish, 
such time to be determined by the State game, fish and 
forestry warden, until the beginning of the closed sea- 
son provided for by law, and after the said closed season, 
strip all ripe fish, both male and female, save all of 
the spawn, proper Ij' impregnate it, and deliver it to the 
State game, fish and forestry warden, or to his repre- 
sentatives, at his or its fishing port, and all such per- 
sons, firms and corporations shall have a sufficient force 
of men on each boat properly to save, handle, impregnate 
and deliver such spawn. The saving, handling, impregnat- 
ing and delivering of spawn shall be done under the di- 
rection of the State game, fish and forestry warden, 
and in accordance with such regulations, and under such 
supervision, as he may prescribe: Provided, That the 
said State game, fish and forestry warden shall not dis- 
criminate against any person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in such fishing during said closed season having 
a sufficient force of men on each boat properly to save, 
handle, impregnate and deliver such spawn. The State 
game, fish and forestry warden shall deliver to designated 
representatives of the United States bureau of fisheries 
and representatives of the Michigan fish commission so 
much of said spawn as may be desired by said bureau or 
commission to supply its hatcheries for propagation and 
planting in the waters of said lakes within the

jurisdiction of this State; and the remainder of 
the spawn shall be planted upon the spawning beds 
from which it was taken. The persons, firms and cor- 
porations so fishing shall plant on the spawning beds, 
when directed so to do by the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden, such proportion of the spawn as may have 
been taken from fish caught by said person, firm or cor- 
poration. Any person, firm or corporation refusing or 
failing to comply with the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a violation of the provisions of this 
act. It shall be lawful for the State game, fish and 
forestry warden to take fish in any manner, in any of 
the waters mentioned in this act, at any and all seasons 
of the year, for the purposes of fish culture, scientific 
investigatiop, and for the purpose of getting rid of nox- 
ious fish; to have and to hold ripe and unripe fish in 
order to take spawn therefrom; to sell all such ripe and 
unripe fish; and to devote the proceeds of such sales ex- 
clusively toward defraying the expenses incurred in tak- 
ing such fish and fertilizing and planting the spawn there- 
from. 

SHIPPING OF FISH. — SEIZURE OF ILLEGAL SHIPMENTS. 

(103) Seo. 7. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to ship or transport within this State 
any fish in packages or fish cars without plainly and cor- 
rectly marking each package or fish car with the name 
of the consignor and the consignee, and the kinds of fish 
and the number of pounds of each kind contained there- 
in. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company, boat 
line, express company, or other transportation company 
or common carrier, or any agent of any such company, 
to accept for shipment or transport any package or fish 
car containing fish unless it is properly marked as pre- 
scribed in this section. The presence in any package or 
fish car of ten per centum of any fish that it is illegal 
to ship shall make the entire contents of said package 
or fish car subject to seizure as an illegal shipment: 
Provided, That any package or car of fish in transit open- 
ed by the warden or his deputies, if found to be a legal 
shipment under this act, shall be repacked in ice In as 
good condition as when opened: Provided further, That

no package or car of fish legally shipped shall be detained 
in transit by or for Inspection. 

LEGAL WEIGHT OF FISH. — ^BETUBN OF IMMATURE FISH. — DEFI- 
NITION OF IMMlATURE FISH. 

(104) Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful to market or have 
in possession at any time in this State, whether caught 
within or without this State, any whitefish of a less 
weight than two pounds in the round or one pound and 
ten ounces when dressed; and one pound and four ounces 
when dressed, head off and salted; any lake trout of a 
less weight than one and one-half pounds in the round 
or one and one-fourth pounds when dressed ; any wall- 
eyed pike or pickerel of a less weight than one pound ; 
any perch of a less weight than five ounces; any suckers, 
or mullet of a less weight than one pound; any grass 
pike of a less weight than one pound; any cat fish of 
less weight than two pounds; any bull heads of a less 
weight than eight ounces in the round: Provided, That 
it shall be lawful to transport and sell any of the above 
kinds of fish of a legal weight and legally carught during 
any season of the year: Provided further. That it shall 
be unlawful for any persdn or persons engaged in lifting 
pound nets or seines in the waters of this State, to take 
from the said waters any immature fish, and all imma- 
ture fish found in the nets fished in said waters shall be 
returned to said waters with as little injury as possible 
by the person or persons lifting the net or nets: Provid- 
ed further. That it shall not be unlawful for fishermen to 
have in possession, not to exceed in quantity the percent- 
age allowed in section three of this act, lake trout of a 
less weight than established by this section which are 
caught in two and three-fourths inch mesh gill nets, and 
the same may be shipped under the direction of the 
State game, fish and forestry warden. For the purpose of 
this act immature fish shall be construed to mean fish of 
a less weight than established by this act.

UNLAWFUL TO NET CEKTAIN FISH. 

(105) Seo. 9. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
take or catch with any kind of a net in. any of the waters 
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mentioned in this act black bass of any kind, any brook 
trout, rainbow trout, German brown trout.

It may appoint a general care- 
taker of said lands and provide suitable lodges or dwell- 
ings thereon for the use of such persons or officials as 
may be necessary in the enforcement of the general land, 
game, military or forestry laws of the State on said land. 
The salary of the general caretaker shall not exceed one 
thousand dollars per annum, to be paid out of the gen- 
eral fund of the State in the same manner as other State 
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employes are paid. Such caretaker shall be proyided 
living quarters near the military buildings constructed on 
said lands, and shall at all times be subject to the orders 
of the military board and removable by a majority there- 
of, and shall have the power and authority of deputy State 
game, fish, fire and forestry warden.

An Act to provide for the protection of game and birds, 
to regulate the taking, possession, use and transporta- 
tion of the same, to prohibit the sale thereof, to regu- 
late the manner of hunting, pursuing and killing game 
or birds, to provide a penalty for the violation of any 
of the provisions of this act, and to repeal inconsistent 
acts and parts of acts.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

WILD ANIMALS AND BIBDS PROPERTY OF STATE. 

(240) Section 1. All wild animals and wild birds, 
both resident and migratory (native and introduced), 
found in this State, are hereby declared to be the prop- 
erty of the State. 

UNLAWrtTL KILLING OR TRANSPORTATION. — ^RABBITS. 

(241) Sec. 2. No person shall at any time of the year, 
or in any manner take, pursue, wound or kill any wild 
animal or wild bird mentioned in this act, or any intro- 
duced game animals or birds, or transport, sell, offer or 
expose for sale, or have the same in possession, contrary 
to the provisions of this act: Provided, That rabbits law- 
fully killed may be transported and sold.

UNLAWFUL HUNTING. — NOTICES. 

(242) Sec. 3. No person shall hunt with fire-arms or 
dogs, or in any other manner, in any public park or pub- 
lic game preserve at any time. No person shall hunt 
with fire-arms or dogs, or in any other manner, on the 
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enclosed lands of another or upon any farm lands or 
farm wood lot connected therewith, without the consent 
of the owner of such lands when notices have been posted 
on such lands forbidding hunting thereon, by the owner 
or lessee of said lands. No person shall deface or destroy 
any notices posted upon such enclosed lands, farm lands, 
or farm wood lots In accordance with the provisions of 
this act. 

UNLAWFUL SHIPPING. 

(243) Sec. 4. No person, company or corporation shall 
have in possession or under control any of the birds or 
animals protected by the laws of this State, with intent 
to ship or carry the same beyond the limits of this State, 
nor shall ship or carry, or intentionally allow or aid in 
such shipment or carrying out of this State, any such 
birds or animals, except as expressly provided by law. 

UNLAWFUL POSSESSION. 

(244) ^BC. 5. No person shall at any time have in 
possession or under control any game animal or bird of 
any kind caught, taken or killed outside of this State, 
which was caught, taken or killed at a time, in a manner 
or for a purpose forbidden by the laws of the State, terri- 
tory or country where the same was caught, taken or 
killed, or which was shipped out of said State,^ territory 
or country, in violation of the laws thereof. 

SCIENTIFIG OE PBOPAGATING PURPOSES. — PERMITS. — FEE. — 

NON-GAME BIRDS. 

(245) Sec. 6. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den is hereby given authority to issue permits to any 
person to take, capture or kill any wild animal or game 
bird protected by the laws of this State, when satisfied 
that such person desires the same exclusively for scientific 
or propagating purposes. Such permit shall be in writing 
and shall state the number and kind to be taken, the pur- 
pose and manner of taking, and the name and place of 
residence of the person to whom issued, and shall be 
signed by the State game, fish and forestry warden, and 
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have attached the seal of his department. Such permit 
shall not be transferable and shall expire December thirty- 
first following the date of issue, and it shall be unlawful 
to sell or barter any of the birds or animals taken or 
killed under such permit. A fee of one dollar shall accom- 
pany each application, which amount shall be forwarded 
by the State game, fish and forestry warden to the State 
treasurer within thirty days, and by him credited to the 
State game, fish and forestry warden fund. The holder 
of such permit shall return the same, with a detailed list 
of all animals or birds captured, to the State game, fish 
and forestry warden. A list of the permits, issued under 
the provisions of this section shall be incorporated in the 
monthly report of the warden, and a detailed list shall 
be incorporated in the biennial report of the warden is- 
suing them. Permits for the taking of non-game birds, 
their nests, and eggs, for scientific purposes may also be 
issued by the State game, fish and forestry warden, on 
recommendation of the professor of ornithology of the 
Michigan Agricultural College. 

PKBMITS TO EXCHANGE. — ANIMALS OB BIBDS BBED IN CAPTIV- 
ITY. — FEE. 

(246) Sec. 7. The State game fish and forestry war- 
den may in his discretion issue permits under the seal of 
his department to the owner, trustee or custodian of any 
animals or birds lawfully held in captivity to transport 
the same out of the State in exchange for animals or 
birds of other species desired for propagation or exhibi- 
tion. The owner of any game animals or game birds bred 
and reared in captivity, may sell and transport the same 
at any season of the year under such regulation, prescrib- 
ed by the State game fish and forestry warden as will 
effectually protect the wild game of the State. The State 
game fish and forestry warden is hereby given authority 
to issue the permit herein provided for upon the pay- 
ment of a fee of one dollar, to be credited to the game 
protection fund.

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PEBMITB TO OWNEBS OF GAME PBESEBVES. 

(247) Seo. 8. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den, may In his discretion, on application, and *the pay- 
ment of ten dollars, issue to Individuals owning lands in 
this State, or bona fide members of clubs who -own and 
maintain game preserves in this State, permits good for 
the yearly game season to carry as open hand baggage 
during the season twenty wild ducks or other migratory 
birds lawfully killed by him or them, on his or their own 
premises or the premises of the club of which he or they 
are members, to his or their respective homes out of the 
State. Any violation of the privileges herein given shall 
at once work a forfeiture of the permit granted and sub- 
ject such person to the penalties provided by this act. 

PERMITS TO agents OF U. S. AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

(248) Sec. 9. The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den may issue permits to any duly accredited agents of 
the United States department of. agriculture, to capture, 
kill or ship and carry out of the State at any time of the 
year a limited number of specimens of the birds and ani- 
mals of the State, to be used for scientific purposes. 

UNLAWFUL POSSESSION. — ANIMALS OR BIRDS WITHIN EN- 
CLOSURE. 

(249) Seo. 10. No person, company or corporation, 
shall have in possession the dead body or carcass or skin 
or any portion thereof, of any animal or bird mentioned 
or referred to in this act during the time when the kill- 
ing of such animal or bird is unlawful, except as authoriz- 
ed by law, and excepting specimens, heads or pelts pre- 
pared or mounted for scientific or educational purposes: 
Provided, however. That any person may have in his 
possession for thirty days after the closing of the season 
any game or birds lawfully killed by him during the open 
season: Provided further. That no person, corporation 
or transportation company shall receive for transporta- 
tion or have in possession at the initial billing station, the 
carcass or dead body of any animal or bird mentioned 
or referred to in this act, after forty-eight hours imme- 
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diately following the closing of the time when the killing 
of said animal or bird is authorized by law: Provided, 
further, That any person engaged in rearing any of the 
game anfmals or game birds protected by law within an 
enclosure, may kill for his use and consumption at any 
time any. of the said animals or birds, and may sell and 
transport alive any of the said animals or birds, and 
may sell and transport without the State any of said 
animals or birds when accompanied by a permit from the 
State game, fish and forestry warden; and it shall be the 
duty of the said State game, fish and forestry warden to 
issue permits on application, when satisfied that such ani- 
mals or birds were so reared within an enclosure. 



UlSTLAWFUL SALE. — PERMITS FOE SALE AND TRANSPORTATION.— 
UNLAWFUL SHIPMENT. — OPEN HAND BAG- 
GAGE. — LAWFUL SHIPMENT. 

(250) Sec. 11. It shall be unlawful for any person di- 
rectly or indirectly, to buy, eell, expose or offer for sale, 
any game animal or game bird, or part thereof, mentioned 
in this act, except as provided in this act: Provided, 
That the State game fish and forestry warden is hereby 
given authority to issue permits for the sale and trans- 
portation, either within or without the State, of deer 
skins and buck deer heads, green or mounted, at any sea- 
son of the year, when satisfied that the animals from 
which such skins or heads were taken or killed at a law- 
ful time in a lawful manner; each hide or head so trans- 
ported or sold, shall have attached to it the original 
license tag while being so transported or sold, unless 
otherwise authorized by the State game fish and forestry 
warden. No game birds shall be shipped by express, 
freight or baggage or in any other manner, but shall be 
carried as open hand baggage without cover in such a 
manner as to be easily seen and inspected: Provided, 
however. That nothing in this section shall apply to the 
interstate carrying, as open hand baggage, of wild ducks 
or other migratory birds, as provided for in section eight 
of this act: . Provided further. That deer legally killed 
may be shipped and transported within this State when 
having attached thereto the license tag provided for by 
law: Provided, however, That it shall be lawful to ship, 
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and any corporation acting as a common carrier, its offi- 
cers, agents or servants may lawfully ship, carry, take 
or transport either within or beyond the confines of this 
State any such animal or animals, or portion or portions 
thereof, which may be consigned at any station in this 
State to any consignee in this State, where the nearest 
railroad route from such shipping point to any such 
destination within the State, leaves the confines of the 
State and re-enters the same.

SEPABATE OFFENSES.— EVIDENCE OF UNLAWFUL KILLING. — 

LIABILITY. 

(251) Sec. 12. The injuring, killing, capturing, selling 
or having in possession of each animal or bird, or any 
part thereof, injured, captured, killed or destroyed, sold 
or possessed contrary to* the provisions of this act, shall 
be a separate ofitense, and the person so offending shall 
be liable to the penalties herein provided. In all prose- 
cutions for violations of any of the provisions of this act, 
proof of the possession of the dead body or carcass or 
skin or any portion thereof, of any animal or bird men- 
tioned or referred to in this act, except as herein pro- 
vided, at a time when the killing thereof is unlawful, 
shall be prima facie evidence that such animal or bird 
was killed at a time when the killing thereof was pro- 
hibited by law.

(252) Sec. 13. For the purposes of this act the follow- 
ing shall be considered game: Game animals, moose, elk, 
caribou, deer, rabbits and squirrels, (excepting red squir- 
rels); game birds, the anatidae, commonly known as 
geese, brant and wild duck; the rallidae, commonly known 
as rails, coot and gallinules; the limicolae, commonly known 
as shore birds, snipe, woodcock, plovers and sand pipers. 
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tattlers and curlews; the gallinae, commonly known as 
pheasants, grouse, prairie chicken and quail. All other 
species of wild resident and migratory birds shall be con- 
sidered non-game birds.

(253) Seo. 14. No person shall kill, catch or have in 
possession any wild no>.-game bird living or dead, or pur- 
chase, sell, offer or expose for sale, any such wild non- 
game bird after it has been killed or caught, except as 
permitted by this act, and no part of the plumage, skin 
or body of any non-game bird protected by this act shall 
be sold or had in possession for sale, and this irrespec- 
tive of whether said bird was captured or killed within 
or without the State; and no person shall take, or destroy 
the eggs of any wild bird, either game or non-game, or 
have in possession except as permitted by law. English 
sparrows, blackbirds, crows, cooper's hawks, sharp-shin- 
ned hawks and great horned owls are not included among 
the birds protected by this act. ' It shall be unlawful for 
any person while hunting or while with a gun in his 
possession, to skin or otherwise destroy the identity of 
any bird: Provided, That this section shall not apply to 
any person holding a certificate giving the rights to take 
birds, their nests or eggs, for scientific purposes as here- 
inafter provided. Such certificates may be granted by a 
board, to consist of three persons who shall be appointed 
annually, one by the president of the University of 
Michigan, one by the president of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural College, and one by the president of the State Nor- 
mal College. Such board shall report annually on the 
first day of December, in writing to the governor, giving 
a detail of permits issued, amount of moneys received 
and how disbursed and any surplus over actual necessary 
expenses shall be turned over to the State treasurer and 
credited to the general fund. Such appointments shall 
be made on or before the fifteenth day of December in 
each year and the term of office of such appointee shall 
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commenoe on the first day of January of the year following 
such appointment and shall continue for one year from and 
after said date, last mentioned. To any person above the 
age of fifteen years, who shall present written testimonials 
from two reputable ornitholo'Tists, certifying to the good 
character and fitness of said applicant to be entrusted 
with such privilege, such permit may be issued: Pro- 
vided, That but one permit be issued to any one person 
and then only authorizing the person holding such per- 
mit to take one pair each of the birds and one nest and 
one nest of eggs of the kind of birds specified in such 
certificate: Provided further, That the board, upon issu- 
ing such permits, shall keep a record of the same and 
immediately notify the State game and fish warden of 
the issuing of each permit, which notice shall state the 
name and age of the holder of the certificate and the 
kinds of birds, nests and eggs authorized to be taken 
and the place or places where they propose to hunt the 
same. A fee of one dollar shall accompany such appli- 
cation for certificate. Such fee of one dollar shall go 
to the said board to cover its necessary expenses. On 
proof that the holder of said certificate has violated the 
provisions of this act and has collected for other than 
scientific purposes, he shall be punished upon conviction of 
such offense as provided in section twenty of this act. 
The certificates authorized by this act shall expire on the 
last day of December of the year of issuance and shall 
not be transferable, and shall not authorize the holder 
to take any blue bird or its nest or egg [eggs], any kirt- 
land warbler, its nest or eggs, any scarlet tanager, its 
nest or eggs, or any rose-breasted grosbeak its nest or eggs: 
Provided, That no person shall by himself, his clerk, 
servant or agent, expose or keep for sale, or directly or 
indirectly, upon any pretense or any device, sell or barter, 
or in consideration of the purchase of any other property 
give to any person any of the birds, or any part of the 
birds, taken under the provisions of this section.

HOURS FOR HUNTING. 

(254) Sec. 15. No : erson or persons shall at any time 
make use of any pit, pitfall, deadfall, scaffold, cage, snare, 
trap, net, baited hook, or any similar device, or any 
drug, poison, chemical or explosive for the purpose of 
injuring, capturing or killing any birds or animals pro- 
tected by the laws of this State, nor shall any person at 
any time or in any manner whatever, injure, destroy or 
rob the eggs of any bird protected by the laws of this 
State, or molest, harass or annoy such birds upon their 
nests, except as herein provided: Provided, however. That 
said provision shall not prohibit the trapping of fur bear- 
ing animals. No person shall hunt, pursue, kill, capture 
or attempt to hunt, pursue, kill or capture at any time 
or in any manner, any deer when it is in the red coat, 
or fawn in the spotted coat, or have in possession the skin 
of such deer or fawn in the red or spotted coat, nor shall 
any person hunt, pursue, kill or capture, or attempt to 
hunt, pursue, kill or capture any deer while it is in the 
water. No person shall make use of any artificial light in 
hunting, pursuing, capturing or killing deer, or in attempt- 
ing to hunt, pursue, capture or kill any deer, and the 
wearing or having such light on the head or in possession 
shall be deemed a violation of this section. No person 
or persons shall make use of a dog in hunting, pursuing 
or killing deer; the presence of such a dog in the woods, 
hunting camp, logging camp, or a club house during 
the deer hunting season, shall be prima facie evidence 
of its unlawful use. Any dog pursuing, killing or follow- 
ing upon the track of a deer is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance and may be killed at such time by any 
person without criminal or civil liability. No person 
shall hunt, pursue, worry or kill any wild water fowl, or 
partridge or other bird or animals by any means what- 
ever during such time as said person is upon any float- 
ing device, automobile or other contrivance propelled by, 
or using as motive power, steam, gas, naphtha, oil, gaso- 
line or electricity, or when upon any sail boat, and no 
person shall make use of a swivel or punt gun, or any 
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gun of a greater size than ten gauge for the killing of 
any wild water fowl or make use of any battery, sink 
boat or any similar device, nor shall any person hunt, 
pursue, worry or kill any wild water fowl, save only 
from sunrise until one-half hour after sunset of each day 
of the open season for hunting and killinr such wild 
water fowl.

WHEN MAY TRAIN DOGS. 

(255) Sec. 16. No person or persons shall molest, 
harass or annoy, or break, train or practice any dog upon 
any game birds during their respective closed seasons: 
Provided, That it shall be lawful to train or practice dogs 
upon game birds for fifteen days next preceding the 
opening of the season for hunting ruffed grouse in each 
year. It shall be unlawful, however, for any person while 
BO training dogs to have in possession any firearms. 

NUMBER OF GAME BIRDS PER DAY, WEEK, OR YEAR. — DEER. 

(256) Sec. 17. No person shall take, kill or capture in 
one day more than the following number of any of the 
game birds mentioned in this act: Quail, six; partridge 
(ruffed grouse) and spruce hens, six; plover, six; wood- 
cock, six, snipe and other shore birds, ten; geese, brant 
and ducks, twenty-five, and no person shall kill more 
than fifty geese, brant and ducks in one calendar week. 
No person shall at any time have in possession more than 
the following number of any of the game birds mentioned 
in this act: Quail, fifteen; partridge (ruffed grouse) and 
spruce hens, fifteen in all; plover, twenty; woodcock, 
twenty; snipe and other shore birds, twenty in all; geese, 
brant and ducks, twenty-five in all. No person shall kill 
in any calendar year more than twenty-five of any one 
kind of the following named game birds, to- wit: Quail, 
partridge (ruffed grouse), spruce hen, plover, woodcock, 
snipe and other shore birds. No person shall during the 
open season of any calendar year take, kill or capture 
more than one deer.

The following named game animals and 
game birds may be hunted and killed as herein provided 
during the periods named, which shall be the open sea- 
son: Deer, November ten to November thirty, both in- 
clusive; fox, gray and black squirrels, October fifteen to 
November thirty, both inclusive; rabbits or hares, Octo- 
ber first to March first, both inclusive; quail, October 
first to November thirty, both inclusive; woodcock, 
partridge, (ruffed grouse), October first to November 
thirty, both inclusive; spruce hens, October first to No- 
vember thirty, both inclusive; ducks, geese, brant, Wilson 
or Jack snipe, black breasted and golden plover and yellow 
legs, September first to December fifteen, both inclusive; 
rails, coots, and gallinules, September first to November 
thirty, both inclusive: Provided, however, That fox, 
black and gray squirrels shall not be hunted or killed 
until the year nineteen hundred twenty: Provided fur- 
ther, That Mongolian or English pheasants, quail, black 
fowl, capercailzie, hazel grouse, spruce hens or Canada 
grouse, prairie chickens and wild turkey, killdeer and 
wading, shore and meadow birds shall not be hunted or 
killed until the year nineteen hundred twenty, and then 
only at the time, and in the manner and for the purpose 
authorized by law: Provided further. That wood-duck 
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cannot be taken until nineteen hundred eighteen: Pro- 
vided further, That blue heron, shelldrake, kittiwakes or 
terns and mergansers may be killed at any time when it 
can be shown that they are destroying brodk trout or 
other fish in any of the waters of this state, by securing 
a permit to do so from the State game, fish and forestry 
warden.

SHIPMENTS BY NON-RESIDENT HUNTERS. — SHIPPING PERMITS. 

(258) Seo. 19. Any non-resident hunter, who by the 
laws of this State is required to procure a non-resident 
hunter's license and who does procure same, may take 
from this State as open baggage a number of any or 
each of all said game birds equal to the number of said 
birds permitted to be killed by him under said license in 
a single day. And may ship to any point without the 
State, one deer or part of a deer: Provided, That he 
shall first obtain from the State game, fish and forestry 
warden or his authorized deputy, a shipping permit and 
deliver the same to the agent at the initial point of 
shipment and also exhibit his license to the said agent, 
sign and detach the coupon therefrom and attach the 
same to such deer or part thereof offered for shipment, 
in the presence of the shipping agent, and if he cannot 
write he shall sign by his mark, which agent shall sign 
such coupon as a witness, and such coupon shall 
then be cancelled by such agent and accompany said deer 
or part thereof to its destination.

PENALTY. 

(259) Seo. 20. Any person or persons violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof for the first offense 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars 
and not exceeding one hundred dollars, together with 
costs of prosecution, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail or Detroit house of correction not exceeding ninety 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the dis- 
cretion of the court; and for the second or any subse-

LANDS DECLABED FOREST RESERVE. — HUNTING OB CAMPING 

THERJ^N. 

(260) Act 299 of the public acts of 1907 withdraws 
from sale all Agricultural College lands situated in Al- 
cona and Iosco counties, and declares such lands a forest 
reserve, under the management of the State board of 
agriculture, and provides, th?.t "No person shall hunt or 
camp within the limits of said forest reserve without per- 
mission from the board or its agents in charge, and only 
so long as he complied strictly with the terms of such 
permit. And for any violation hereof the person so yio- 
lating upon conviction thereof by any court of competent 
jurisdiction shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
Jail not more than ninety days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court.' 
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An Act to prohibit the hunting of rabbits with ferrets 
and guinea pigs or other rodents; exempting from Its 
provisions farmers and fruit growers hunting on their

It shall be unlawful to make use of 
a ferret or guinea pig or any other rodent for the pur- 
pose of hunting, taking, killing or pursuing rabbits: Pro- 
vided, That farmers or fruit growers may make use of 
ferrets or guinea pigs, or any other rodent in hunting 
and killing rabbits on their lands: And Provided further. 
That this act shall not be operative in any township in 
which the question has been duly submitted to the elect- 
ors of such township after due and proper notice of such 
submission at any regular or special election, and a ma- 
jority of the electors voting thereat shall have decided 
by their vote against the operation of this act. 

WHEN LAWFUL TO USE FERRETS, ETC. — REFERENDUM. 

(262) Sec. 2. It shall be lawful to make use of a ferret 
or guinea pig or any other rodent for the purpose of 
hunting, taking, killing or pursuing rabbits in any 
township in this State, wherein a majority of the electors 
voting at any regular or special election duly called shall 
80 express themselves by ballot, upon the operation or 
non-operation of this section of this act within their 
township when properly submitted to such electors in ac- 
cordance with the following procedure: Upon the filing 
with the township clerk, of a petition signed by not less 
than twenty duly and legally qualified electors of such 
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township praying therein for the submission of this ques- 
tion to the electors of their township; the township 
board shall thereupon meet and order the submission of 
the question to the electors of the township at the next 
regular election, which supplies ample time for proper 
notices and printing of ballots, or at a special election 
to be called for that purpose in the discretion of the town- 
ship board ; notices of such submission, the posting thereof, 
publication thereof, and contents thereof to be governed by 
the general laws pertaining to regular township elections. 
Votes on the question of the adoption of the provisions 
of this act shall be taken, counted and canvassed in the 
same manner as votes cast for candidates voted for in 
said regular township elections. The vote upon the sub- 
mission of the provisions of this act shall be by ballot 
in substantially the following form: 

"Vote on the proposition: Shall it be lawful to make 
use of a ferret or guinea pig or other rodent for the 
purpose of taking, hunting, killing or pursuing rabbits in 
the township of

The result of said 
vote shall be certified to the county clerk and by him 
to the board of supervisors of the county of which said 
township is a part, and such county clerk shall also 
certify the result of such vote to the secretary of State; 
the result of such election shaU also be publicly an- 
nounced at the polls after the counting of the ballots, 
and from that time this act will be effective in accord- 
ance with the result of such vote. 
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PENALTY.

An Act to provide for the protection and forbid the sale 
of the plumes and feathers of the birds known as the 
snowy heron and American egret.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

SNOWY HERON AND AMERICAN EGRET PROTECTED. 

(264) Section 1. The species of birds scientifically de- 
scribed as the egretta candidissima, commonly known as 
the snowy heron; and the Herodias egretta, commonly 
known as the American egret, shall be absolutely protect- 
ed in the State of Michigan and the killing of said birds 
and the purchase and sale of the plumes or feathers of 
said birds is hereby forbidden in this State. 

PENALTY. 

(265) Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars and not more than fifty 
dollars and the costs of prosecution, and in default of pay- 
ment thereof shall be confined in the county Jail until 
such fine and costs have been paid: Provided, That such 
confinement shall not exceed thirty days.

LICENSE TO HUNT DEEB. 

(267) § 5792. Section 1. That It shall not be lawful 
for any person to hunt for or kill deer In this State 
without first obtaining a hunter's license permitting him 
to do so. 

WHO MAY procure LICENSE. — ^AFFIDAVIT. — ^FEE. 

(268) § 5793. Sec. 2. Any citizen or any alien who has 
declared his intention to become a citizen before any au- 
thority competent by law to accept such declaration who 
has been a bona fide resident of this State for six months 
then last past may procure a deer hunter's license and 
seal or seals for himself, by filing his affidavit with the 
clerk of the county where he resides or with the State 
game, fish and forestry warden or any of his deputies 
stating his name, age, place of residence, post office ad- 
dress, the color of his hair and eyes and the fact of 
whether he can or can not write his own name, that 
he will not sell, loan, give or in any manner transfer said 
license to another person, that he will not attach or 
allow to be attached the accompanying coupon or seal 
to any deer or part thereof except such as he may have 
lawfully killed himself and paying to said person to 
whom he shall apply for such license and seal the sum 
of one dollar and fifty cents.

Deputy game, and fish wardens 
who do not receive a salary from the State shall retain 
for their services in taking affidavit and issuing licenses, 
twenty-five cents, and shall return the balance of each 
license sold to the State game, fish and forestry warden 
and all moneys received from the sale of licenses by any 
other deputy game and fish wardens and the State game, 
fish and forestry warden together with the amount re- 
ceived from deputies, after deducting twenty-five cents, as 
herein provided, shall be deposited in the office of the 
State treasurer on the first day of each month.

(275) § 5800. Sec. 9. It shall not he lawful for any 
railroad company, express company, boat or other trans- 
portation company to transport any deer or part of a 
deer from one place to another in this State unless the 
shipper shall produce his license as provided in this act 
and sign and detach one coupon therefrom and attach 
the same to such deer or part thereof offered for ship- 
ment, in the presence of the shipping agent, and if he 
cannot write he shall sign by his mark, which agent shall 
sign such coupon as a witness and such coupon shall 
accompany said deer or part thereof to its destination:

GAME REFUGES. — RBQISTEATION. 

(281) Section 1. Any person, partnership or corpora- 
tion owning or having control by lease or otherwise, for 
the required time, of lands within the State of Michigan, 
may establish thereon a game refuge by complying with 
the following requirements : 

A written application shall be filed with the State 
game, fish and forestry warden at his ofiice in Lansing, 
giving: (a) The name of the owner; (b) the time for 
which the refuge is to be established, in no case less 
than five years from the date when the application is 
filed; (c) the extent and legal description of the land, 
in no case less than five acres; and not to exceed in 
all six hundred forty acres in any one township; and (d) 
a brief dedication of the land to the State for the pur- 
poses and time indicated in this act. A proper book shall 
be kept by the State game, fish and forestry warden, 
in which shall be registered, by counties, the names 
of the donors, the time of dedication, and a brief de- 
scription of the lands so dedicated as game refuges. 

The State game, fish and forestry warden may, in like 
manner, establish one or more game refuges on the pub- 
lic lands of the State, which have been or shall hereafter 
be set aside for State forests. In that case a description 
of the land, with the date of the establishment of the 
game refuge, and the other particulars required, shall be 
filed by the State game, fish and forestry warden in 
his office, and registered with the game refuges on private 
lands, as above set forth. 
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PBOTKCnpN GIVEN. — PENALTY FOB FIRST AND SECOND 

OFFENSES. 

(282) Sec. 2. All the lands so set aside and establish- 
ed as game refuges shall be under the protection of the 
State, and it shall be unlawful to trap or hunt, with dogs 
or otherwise within one hundred fifty feet of the bound- 
aries outside thereof subject to the penalties mentioned 
in this section; and any person who shall, within the 
limits of any game refuge, trap, kill, wound in any man- 
manner, take or capture, or drive out of the refuge for 
the purpose of killing or capturing any bird or wild 
animal, or shall be found within the boundaries of any 
game refuge with firearms, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period of not less than ten days nor more than ninety 
days, or both in the discretion of the court by which he 
is convicted. Any person charged with a second offense 
may, upon examination be bound over for trial in the 
circuit court of the county in which the offense was com-

POSTING OF SIGNS. 

(283) Sec. 8. Every game refuge shall, after the same 
has been established as described In section one of this 
act, be posted in the manner following: At each comer 
and along its outer line for each twenty rods there shall 
be exhibited a sign, giving notice in the English lan- 
guage of the fact that the land so marked Is a game 
refuge regularly registered, the date of its establishment, 
briefly its legal description, the years for which it is 
dedicated and the number of acres included in it. 

HUNTING PBOHIBITED. — CABNIVOBOUS BIBDS OB ANIMALS. 

(284) Sec. 4. The owner or holder of any land so 
set aside as a game refuge shall not hunt, kill or capture 
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the birds or animals in any such game refuge, nor per- 
mit any other person or persons to hunt, carry fire or 
other arms therein except that, if he has reason to be- 
lieve that there are within the refuge any carnivorous 
birds or animals, or if he finds any carnivorous birds or 
animals, he may, with the knowledge and written assent 
of the State game, fish and forestry warden or of the deputy 
game warden of the district, hunt and kill any and all 
such birds or animals as by nature injure or kill the 
birds or animals living or breeding therein found within 
such refuge.

CLOSURES. — ^PENALTY. 

(286) Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to knowingly trap, injure, kill or destroy or 
attempt to trap, injure, kill or destroy by any means 
whatsoever, any deer, or the offspring thereof, which 
are kept within or which have escaped from any private 
enclosure. Any person violating the provisions of this 
act shall upon conviction thereof be punished by im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than six months nor 
more than one year, or by a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court.

(287). Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to hunt for, kill, pursue or take in any manner any of 
the wild animals or wild birds protected by the laws of 
this State except deer and beaver, which are taken under

(288) Sec. 2. Any person seventeen years of age or 
over may procure a license hy filing his affidavit or affi- 
davits with the county clerk or any of his deputies, of 
the county of which the applicant is a resident, or the 
State game, fish and forestry warden of Michigan or 
any of his deputies or any other person whom the State 
game, fish and forestry warden may appoint for the pur- 
pose of selling licenses within this State or outside of 
this State, stating his name, nationality, age, height, 
weight, place of residence, post office address, color of 
his hair and eyes, and the fact as to whether he can 
or can not write his own name, and paying to the person 
to whom such application is made, for any application 
by a non-resident of the State of Michigan, ten dollars; 
if he be an alien and resident of the State of Michigan, 
the sum of ten dollars; if a resident of the State of 
Michigan other than an alien and is regularly domiciled 
therein and one who has declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen, the sum of one dollar; such application in 
case of non-residents to be made by mail if the party so 
desires, to the State game, fish and forestry warden at 
his office in Lansing, Michigan, who will forward the 
license to the party so applying to any address the ap' 
plicant shall direct. The applicant for a license under 
this act shall make oath that he is familiar with the 
game laws and will obey the same under penalty of the 
revocation of license in addition to other penalties pre- 
scribed by this act. Not more than one license shall be is- 
sued to any one person during the same calendar year for 
which the original license is issued: Provided, That non- 
residents must file their affidavits with the county clerk

LICENSES. 

(289) Sec. 3. Each license shall be dated when Issued 
and shall authorize the person named therein to hunt 
for and kill any of the wild animals or wild birds pro- 
tected by the laws of this State during the open sea- 
son for hunting such animals or birds of that year, but 
only in the manner and at the times provided by law: 
Provided, That nothing in this act or in the license is- 
sued thereunder shall be so construed as to permit the 
hunting or killing of any wild animals or wild bird in 
any county or portion of this State where the hunting or 
killing thereof is prohibited by law. Blanks to be used 
in issuing licenses for resident and non-resident 
hunters shall be prepared by the State game, fish 
and forestry warden and printed on requisition by 
the board of State auditors.

The State game, fish and forestry war- 
den shall on or before the first day of September furnish 
each county clerk in this State with a sufficient number 
of blank affidavits and licenses to supply his needs for 
the hunting season of each year. The State game, fish 
and forestry warden shall take a receipt of each county 
clerk for blank affidavits and licenses so furnished by 
him. At the end of each fiscal year, which for the pur-

(296) Section 1. No person or persons shall pursue or 
hunt or kill, by any means whatsoever, any deer or elk 
on the Island of Bois Blanc, in the county of Mackinac, 
State of Michigan, until the first day of January, A. D., 
nineteen hundred eighteen. 
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PENALTY. 

(297) Sec. 2. Any person or persons violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the county jail not more than ninety 
days, or by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, or 
by both such' fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court.

(298) Section 1. All wild fur-bearing animals found 
in this State are hereby declared to be the property of 
the State. 

CLOSED SEASON. — ^FIBE-ABMS OB EXPLOSIVES PBOHIBITED IN 
HUNTING MUSKBATS. — UNLAWFUL POSSESSION. 

(299) Sec. 2. No person shall take, trap, hunt, shoot, 
kill or molest or attempt to take, trap, hunt, shoot, kill 
or molest any skunk, otter, fisher, martin, fox, mink or 
raccoon from and including the first day of April to and 
including the thirty-first day of October of each year, nor 
muskrat from and including the fifteenth day of April 
to and including the thirty-first day of October of each 
year. It shall be unlawful to use any fire-arms or ex*

BEAVER AND MUSKRAT HOUSES. — ^UNLAWFUL TO HUNT BEAVER. 

(300) Sec. 3. No person shall destroy, disturb or mo- 
lest any beaver house or muskrat house at any time nor 
at any time set any trap within six feet of a muskrat 
house; nor shall any person stake, put out or set musk- 
rat traps at any time preceding the day on which the 
open season for the taking of muskrats begins. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to take, trap, hunt, shoot, kill 
or molest, or attempt to take, trap, hunt, shoot, kill or 
molest, any beaver until after the thirty-first day of 
December in nineteen hundred twelve. 

KH^LINQ ON OWN PREMISES.

CLOSED SEASON FOR BEAVEE. — UNLAWFUL POSSESSION. 

(307) Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any person 
to take, trap, hunt, shoot, kill or molest, or attempt to 
take, trap, hunt, shoot, kill or molest any beaver from and 
including the • fifteenth day of May to and including the 
thirty-first day of October of each year, nor shall any 
person have in possession the carcass or skin of any 
beaver that was killed during the time when the killing 
thereof is by this act prohibited, unless having attached 
thereto a seal as hereinafter provided. 

PERMIT TO TAKE BEAVER. — LICENSE. 

(308) Sec 2. No person shall take, kill or molest any 
beaver without: 

First, Having obtained permission therefor in writing 
from the individual firm or corporation other than the 
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State owning the land on which said beaver has its habi- 
tation, and in case such habitation is on land owned by 
the State, such permission, describing generally the land 
covered thereby, shall be granted by the State game, fish 
and forestry warden, or by a deputy thereof in his dis- 
cretion, which permission shall be presented to the county 
clerk before license shall be issued as hereinafter pro- 
vided. Permit, from one member of a firm or from the 
president or secretary or treasurer of a corporation own- 
ing such land shall be deemed sufficient.

No person shall sell or dispose of, or at- 
tempt to sell or dispose of, or have in his possession any 
beaver skin or skins unless such skin or skins shall have 
been taken under legal license and each of which skins 
shall have securely fastened thereto by a strong tenacious 
wire a lawful seal such as is described in section three of 
this act. Before any licensee shall sell or dispose of or at- 
tempt to sell or dispose of any beaver skin taken under the 
provisions of this act, and on or before the tenth day 
of November of each year, and before any subsequent 
license shall be issued to such licensee, he shall take the 
skins so taken by him, together with the seals attached 
thereto, to the county clerk who issued the license under 
which such skins were taken, whereupon the said county 
clerk shall puncture and thoroughly cancel such seals.

ADDITIONAL LICENSES. 

(313) Sec. 7. County clerks shall issue additional li- 
censes to applicants upon complying with the conditions 
hereinbefore provided, which licenses shall in all respects 
conform to that issued in the first instance, and shall be 
issued only on presentation and filing of permit set forth 
in section two.

PUBLIC SHOOTING OB HUNTING GROUND. 

(316) Section 1. That all of the lands belonging to 
the State of Michigan and being in township sixteen 
north, range nine east, in Wild Fowl bay, in the county 
of Huron, in this State, commonly known as the ''middle 
ground," lying between [Maisou] Maison island, in Sagi- 
naw bay, and the main land, shall be and is hereby set 
apart and dedicated for a public shooting or hunting 
ground for the benefit and enjoyment of the people of 
this State. 

WHO DEEMED TBESPASSEBS. 

(317) Sec. 2. All persons who now have or shall here- 
after locate upon or occupy any part of such lands ex- 
cept as herein provided shall be considered trespassers 
and may be prosecuted as trespassers upon the public 
lands in the manner now provided by law. 
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LA^^^^uL to hunt in season. 

(318) Sec. 3. It shall be lawful for any and all per- 
sons to go upon any parts of said lands at any and all 
times permitted by the game laws of this State for the 
purpose of hunting or shooting wild fowl or game there- 
on; but no person or persons shall hunt or shoot wild 
fowl or game on said lands or any part thereof at any 
season or time or manner not permitted by the game 
laws of this State, and any person violating any game 
laws of this State by hunting wild fowl or game on any 
of said lands shall be punished as provided by law.

their respective counties, as they may think proper; and 
the same proof shall be required in such case as is here- 
inbefore prescribed, and such additional and other boun- 
ties, when duly allowed and certified, shall be paid out 
of the county treasury. 

PENALTY FOB FALSE CEBTIFICATE. 

(363) § 5582. Sec. 12. If any county clerk who shall 
be applied to for a certificate under the provisions of 
this chapter shall wilfully give a false certificate in the 
premises, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding one year. 

TOWNSHIP BOUNTIES. 

(364) § 5583. Sec. 13. The township boards of the 
several townships of this State, shall have power, at the 
expense of their respective townships, to award and al- 
low such other bounties for the destruction of wolves, 
wolf whelps« and such bounties for the destruction of 
panthers and other noxious animals, within their respec- 
tive townships, as the qualified electors of each shall have 
voted at the annual township meeting next preceding; and 
such additional and other bounties, when duly allowed and 
certified in such manner as the township board may pre- 
scrilie, shall be paid out of the township treasury: Pro- 
vided, That neither of the bounties provided for in this 
section shall exceed in amount the sum of two dollars. 

BOUNTY FOB WILD CAT AND LYNX. 

(365) § 5584. Seo. 14. Every person, who shall kill 
a wildcat in any organized county of this State, shall be 
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entitled to a bounty of three dollars for each wildcat 
killed; and every person who shall kill a lynx in any 
organized county in this State, shall be entitled to a 
bounty of five dollars for each lynx killed. The bounty 
offered in this section shall be subject to the same re- 
strictions and limitations as are laid down in chapter 
sixty-seven of the compiled laws of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, as amended, and all of the provisions of 
said chapter, relative to the proving of claims, the paying 
of the same, and the penalties for false certificates for 
bounties on wolves, shall apply equally well to the 
bounties offered in this section. 



BOUNTIES FOR ENGLISH SPARROWS. 

An Act to provide for the payment of bounties for the 

killing of English sparrows. 

[Act 226, P. A. 1907.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

BOUNTY. 

(366) Section 1. Every person being an inhabitant of 
this State, who shall kill an English sparrow in any or- 
ganized township, village or city in this State, during 
the months of December, January and February of each 
year, shall be entitled to receive a bounty of two cents 
for each sparrow thus killed, to be allowed and paid in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

APPLICATION FOE BOUNTY. — OEBTIFICATE. 

(367) Sec. 2. Every person applying for such bounty 
shall take such sparrow, in lots of not less than ten, to 
the clerk of the township, village or city within which 
such sparrow shall have been killed, in a state of good 
preservation, and if satisfied with the correctness of such 
claim, shall issue a certificate stating the amount of 
bounty to which such applicant is entitled and deliver the 
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same to said applicant, and shall destroy such sparrows 
by burning. 

PAYMENT. 

(368) Sec. 3. Such certificate may be presented by the 
claimant or his agent to the county clerk of the county 
in which such sparrows have been killed, who shall 
thereupon draw a warrant for the amount on the treas- 
urer of said county, and said treasurer shall, upon pre- 
sentation of said warrant, pay the same from the gen- 
eral or contingent fund of said county. 



PENALTY FOB FBAUD. 

(369) Sec. 4. Any person who collects or attempts to 
collect any bounty under the provisions of this act, on 
any bird other than English sparrows, or who collects 
or attempts to collect such bounty upon any sparrows 
not killed in the county in which such collection or at- 
tempt to so collect is made, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punish- 
ed by a fine of not less than one dollar nor more than 
ten dollars, or by imprisonment in the county Jail not 
more than ten days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court.

The term "game" has been defined as birds and beasts 
of a wild nature, obtained by fowling and hunting. 
Within the meaning of the game laws, however, it re- 
mains primarily to game fit for food, although under some 
statutes it applies also to animals valuable for fur or 
otherwise, and within such laws the term "fish" is includ- 
ed in the term "game" and in itself includes all the 
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different kinds of fish as well as oysters, clams and 
shell-fish.

DECISIONS IN CONNECTION WITH COMMERCIAL 

FISHING INDUSTRY. 



Fish, are ferae naturae and as far as any right of prop- 
erty in them can exist it is in the public or is common to 
all until they are taken and reduced to actual possession.

The Statute making it unlawful for any one to place 
stationary nets in lakes for fishing purposes within one 
mile from shore at low water mark, protects the right of 
riparian owners along the lakes and gives to them the 
right of exclusive fishing within one mile from shore 
at low water mark, but beyond that limit they have no 
right as riparian owners to interfere with net fishing 
by others.

The right of navigating the Great Lakes, though para- 
mount, is not exclusive and gives the owner of shipping 
no immunity from liability for neglect or wanton injury 
to fish nets placed in such waters.

The statute regulating the catching of fish with nets 
may lawfully prohibit fishing with any kind of nets dur- 
ing a certain portion of the year and such provision is 
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not affected because it makes one season shorter in a 
part of the waters adjoining a particular county.

Under the provisions of the statute which regulates 
the size of fish taken from the waters of this State by 
the use of nets or other apparatus and providing that it 
shall be unlawful to have in possession any fish of a 
less weight than that established by law, applies not only 
to fishermen but to any one having such fish in his pos- 
session, though they were not caught by the person in 
whose possession they are found. 

Where the accused were charged with having posses- 
sion of a large number of lake trout weighing less than 
one and one-half pounds, in violation of the law, it was 
held that they were not entitled to acquittal because the 
proof failed to show that each fish weighed less than 
one and one-half pounds, but were guilty if any fish were 
of less weight than that specified by law. It was also 
held that, to authorize conviction under such section, it is 
not necessary that the fish should have been in the 
round when found in the possession of the accused, it 
being sufficient if the fish so found never weighed one 
and one-half pounds each. It was also held that the 
statute is not limited in its scope to fish caught in the 
waters of this State, but inhibits the possession of any 
fish of a prohibited size, regardless of whether they were 
caught in this or some other State or country.

Held that the statute is not open 
to the objection that it is a regulation of the use of 
boats and not a regulation of fishing.

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DECISIONS RELATIVE TO FISHING IN INLAND 

WATERS. 

A lake which is so situated that fish from any other 
public body of water can migrate to and from the same 
for any length of time during any season of the year is 
a public lake and can be fished in, in accordance with the 
laws regulating fish in such waters.

By public usage there is no trespass in taking fish 
from a small lake nearly surrounded by another's lands, 
unless the land owner has given notice that it will not 
be allowed, said lake not having any outlet or inlet by 
which fish can migrate to and from public bodies of 
wAter.

THE RIGHT OF SEIZURE. 

DUE PROCESS OF LAW. 

No person shall be deprived of his life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

Constitution of the United States, 5th and 14th 
amendment. 

This clause of the Constitution applies only to such 
rights as are in their nature fundamental, which belong 
to the right of citizens of all free governments.

It is true that under the fourteenth amendment, no 
State can deprive a person of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law. But in determining what 
is due process of law, we are bound to consider the nature 
of the property, the necessity for the sacrifice and the 
extent to which it has heretofore been regarded as with- 
in police power. So far as property is inoffensive or 
harmless, it can only be destroyed by legal proceedings 
with due notice to the owner; but so far as it is danger- 
ous to the safety or health of the community, due pro- 
cess of law may authorize its summary destruction.

There is no doubt of the power of the federal or State 
government to declare forfeited and destroyed or sold 
articles found in use by the owner for the perpetration 
of crime. There is probably no civilized country or 
Btate which does not enforce such laws. The Canadian 
government condemns foreign vessels unlawfully fishing 
in her waters on the Great Lakes. The United States 
government summarily seizes and destroys vessels un- 
lawfully engaged in sealing, and the states bordering 
the ocean enforce rigorous measures to protect the 
oyster.

It is a general rule that an officer clothed with proper 
authority may arrest and take before a magistrate any 
person who is committing a misdemeanor within view of 
such officer, and we have no doubt of the authority of the 
legislature to require the seizure of apparatus while be- 
ing unlawfully used, the same to be held subject to dis- 
position by the court.

The police power is universally conceded to Include 
everything essential to public safety, health or morals 
and justifies the destruction by summary proceedings, 
of whatever may be regarded as a public nuisance. 
Under this power it has been held that the State may 
order the destruction of a house falling to decay or 
otherwise endangering the life of passersby; or the de- 
struction of such as are in the path of a conflagration; 
the slaughter of diseased cattle; the destruction of de- 
cayed or unwholesome food; the prohibition of wooden 
buildings in cities; the regulation of railways and other 
means of public conveyance; and of interment in burial 
grounds; the restriction of objectionable trades to cer- 
tain localities; the compulsory vaccination of children; 
the confinement of the insane and those inflicted with 
contagious diseases; the restriction of vagrants, beggars 
and habitual drunkards; the supiiression of obscene publi- 
cations and houses of ill-fame; the prohibition of gam- 
bling houses and places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold.

It has been provided that the possession of certain 
kinds of game during the closed season shall be pro- 
hibited owing to the possibility of dealers in game sell- 
ing game or birds of the domestic kind under the claim 
that they were taken in another State or country. The 
object of such a law is not to affect the legality of tak- 
ing game in any other State, but to protect local game 
in the interest of a food supply for the people of the 
State. We can not say that such purpose frequently 
recognized and acted upon is an abuse of the police power 
of the State and as such to be declared void because con- 
trary to the 14th amendment to the Constitution. 

That the State may not pass laws directly regulating 
foreign or interstate commerce has frequently been held 
in the decisions of this Court; but, while this is true, 
it has also been held in repeated instances that laws 
passed by the State in the exercise of its police power, 
not in conflict with the laws of Congress upon the same

subject and indirectly or remotely affecting interstate com 
merce, are nevertheless valid laws.

The test as to whether the police power is validly ex- 
ercised, is, whether the enactment has relation to the 
public welfare, as it has been deemed of sufficient im- 
portance to justify the legislature of practically all the 
states to enact laws for the protection and preservation 
of game, and we have seen no case which challenges 
this as a legislative right, clearly within the exercise of 
the police power.

FOREWORD. 

The Game, Fish and Forest Fire Department of the 
Public Domain Commission seeks the cooperation of all 
sportsmen, in the protection, preservation and conserva- 
tion of the game and fish of the State and in the proper 
enforcement of the laws. 

It is desired to call particular attention to the new 
hunter's license law, which provides that all hunters hunt- 
ing either small or large game or fur-bearing animals, 
must first secure a license to hunt either IN or outside 
of the county in which they reside. 

Sportsmen and fishermen are earnestly reminded that 
wall-eyed pike, white bass, calico bass, sunfish, perch, 
blue gills, rock bass and crappies are now protected 
game fish and the law regulates the number that can be 
taken in one day, the size and the quantity which can 
be had in possession at one time, and the purchase or 
sale of these fish is now absolutely prohibited. 

Spring shooting of all water fowl is prohibited and our 
State now conforms to the Federal provisions governing 
these birds and water fowl. 

Hunting from automobiles is now a violation of the 
game laws. 

Under the title of "General Provisions" following 
herewith will be found certain new and very important 
provisions governing the manner of taking, possession, 
sale and transportation of our game and fish. It ' has 
always been the position of this department that it would 
rather prevent than prosecute violations of the game 
and fish laws. The earnest cooperation of all sportsmen 
is asked in this regard and our object in issuing this di- 
gest is to make clear to everyone interested what the 
laws are and we have endeavored to emphasize the im- 
portant changes now in effect. 

We quote from the letter of transmittal of the Game 
Commission of Pennsylvania a paragraph which repre- 
sents our viewpoint on the value of our wild life: 

"Our idea is to make an open park of all the wild lands 
of this Commonwealth, a place in which our people of 
all classes can find pleasure and maintain their strength,

where the well and strong can enjoy an outing that will 
keep them well and make them stronger; where those 
who are starting on the road to shattered nerves, and 
inability to meet the demands they are called upon to 
face, can strengthen their hold on all those things, that 
fit men the .better to meet the requirements of every 
day battle with the world. The presence of game or fish 
is a lure to strenuous outdoor exercise, that means better 
health to those who hunt or fish, and therefore better 
citizenship. To us, hunting or the pursuit of game, 
does not appear simply in the light of recreation, or pleas- 
ure, nor does it appear as a waste of time; but instead 
is in every sense of the word a national necessity."

(Especial attention is drawn 
to the table herein, showing number of game animals, 
birds and fish which it is lawful to take and have 
in possession.) 



GENERAL PROVISIONS. 



HUNTING. 

ALL PERSONS over seventeen years of age must secure 
from the State Game, Fish and Forest Fire, Commis- 
sioner, county clerk or deputy, a license to hunt,— 
no matter whether person is hunting in or outside 
of his own county. (See license fee specified in 
table.) 

TRAPPERS. Must have a license for taking fur-bearing 
animals. (See license fee specified in table.) 
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BEAVER. A special license must be secured to take 
beaver 

AUTOMOBILES AND POWER BOATS. Hunting part- 
ridge or water fowl from automobiles or power boats 
prohibited. 

SPRING SHOOTING. Spring shooting of ducks and 
other water fowl unlawful. This law now conforms 
to Federal regulations. 

RABBITS, HARES and PARTRIDGE. Seasons NOW 
open same time, — October first. It is unlawful for 
any person to be found hunting such game before 
this date. 

DOGS. For the information of those desiring to hunt 
birds with dogs during the deer hunting season, the 
department rules that bird dogs can be used during 
the deer hunting season and had in possession in the 
woods, hunting camp, logging camp or club house, 
providing that such dogs do not attempt to hunt, 
pursue or kill deer. The owner of the dog assumes 
this risk and deputies will be instructed during the 
deer season to kill on sight any dog found hunting, 
pursuing or following upon the track of a deer. It 
will be lawful to train dogs for hunting birds 
fifteen days prior to the opening of the season, pro- 
vided that no fire-arms are in possession of person 
training them. 

ONE DEER. Lawful to hunt or take only one deer. 

METAL TAGS ATTACHED TO DEER. Deer must be 
tagged w^ith metal self-locking seal immediately after 
being killed. These seals will be furnished by county 
clerks with license. License tag attached to deer at 
shipping station in the presence of shipping agent. 
Metal self-locking seal should be attached through 
gamble, or to antlers in permanent manner. 

HEAD LIGHTS. Unlawful to have in possession at any 
time. 

NON-RESIDENTS. May ship one deer out of the 
State when license tag and seal is attached thereto, 
provided that permit printed on back of license 
coupon is cancelled by agent at initial billing point. 
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FISHING. 

HOOK AND LINE. Defined by law to be a single 
line or single, rod and line with hook or hooks at- 
tached, while held in the hand or under immediate 
control when being used for still fishing. 

CASTING and TROLLING. Defined to mean a single 
line or single rod and line with hook or hooks at- 
tached or with a natural or artificial bait, not to 
exceed six inches in length and one or more hooks or 
gangs of hooks attached, to be used for casting or 
trolling for fish, and the method of capturing fish shall 
be by means of fish taking bait or hook in the mouth. 

GRAB HOOKS, SNAG HOOKS, SET LINES, and NIGHT 
LINES. Unlawful to use. 

ICE LINES. Defined to be a single line with a single 
hook attached and five such lines may be used by 
one person during December, January and February, 
for taking all kinds of fish, except the different kinds 
of trout and bass through the ice. 

NETS, excepting dip nets and minnow seines. Unlawful 
to use or to have in possession within one-half mile 
of any inland lake or stream. 

SPEARING and DIP NETTING. Suckers, mullets, red- 
sides and grass pike can be taken in the streams and 
rivers by this means during March and April with- 
out artificial light. All kinds of fish except black 
bass and brook trout may be speared through the 
ice during January and February in each year. 

MINNOW SEINE. Not more than twenty feet in length 
may be used for taking chubs, shiners, suckers, dace 
and stoneroller minnows from any of the inland 
waters of this State to be used for dait only, 

WALL-EYED PIKE, BLUE GILLS, SUNFISH, PERCH, 
CRAPPIES and ROCK BASS are NOW protected fish 
as well as all species of trout and bass. These fish 
cannot be bought or sold, and hotel proprietors and 
resort keepers are admonished that neither these nor 
any other protected fish can be served to guests 
where a charge is made for the service, provided that 
fish caught by guests may be served to them at 
their request. 
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JACK AND ALL OTHER KINDS OF ARTIFICIAL 
LIGHTS, DYNAMITE AND ALL OTHER EXPLOS- 
IVE SUBSTANCES. Unlawful to use or have in 
possession on any of the inland waters or within one- 
half mile thereof. 

FIRE-ARMS. Unlawful to use for taking any kind of 
fish in any of the waters of this STATE at any time. 

BLACK BASS. Unlawful to take or have in possession 
more than a total of ten and may be composed of big 
or small mouth, or either of the two species. 

BLUE GILLS, SUNFISH, PERCH, WHITE BASS, CALICO 
BASS, ROCK BASS, CRAPPIES, AND WALL- 
EYED PIKE. Unlawful to take or have in posses- 
sion more than a total of twenty-five, and may be 
composed of any one species or a combination of any 
or all the species mentioned, provided that such fish 
when taken from the Great Lakes may be trans- 
ported and sold when of a legal size.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 



TRANSPORTATION OF PROTECTED GAME, EXCEPT 
DEER. Unlawful to ship by express, freight or 
baggage or in any other manner, but shall be car- 
ried only as open hand baggage without cover in 
tsuch manner as to be readily seen and inspected. 
Unlawful to ship outside the State at any time 
provided that NON-RESIDENT HUNTERS may 
carry outside the State as open hand baggage with- 
out cover, one day's legal bag limit of birds. 

THIRTY DAYS AFTER SEASON CLOSES. Lawful to 
have in possession game birds and animals, legally 
killed. 

HUNTER'S LICENSE. 

RESIDENTS. Residents hunting protected game birds 
or animals or fur-bearing animals, other than deer 
or beaver, must procure a license, — fee, $1.00. Per- 
sons hunting on their own lands upon which they are 
regularly domiciled and their minor children, exempt. 
Deer hunter's license fee, $1.50. 

NON-RESIDENTS. License fee to hunt or kill pro- 
tected game birds or animals and fur-bearing animals, 
other than deer and beaver, $10.00. Deer license 
fee, $25.00. 

ALIEN RESIDENTS. Alien residents of this State 
who have not declared their intention to become 
citizens, and who hunt protected birds or animals 
or fur-bearing animals, other than deer and beaver, 
must secure a license, — fee, $10.00. Deer license fee, 
$25.00. 

SPECIAL BEAVER LICENSE. Fee $10.00, ^hich per- 
mits holder to take fifteen beaver. 

TRAPPER'S LICENSE. Fee $1.00. 

NON-RESIDENT ANGLER'S LICENSE. Applies to non- 
residents of the State only. Non-resident males over 
twenty-one years required to procure a license to 
fish. Fee for license to take all kinds of fish, except 
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trout, fl.OO. Fee for license to take all kinds of 

fish, including trout, $3.00. 

Eighteen years is age basis for balance 1915. 

SHIPMENT BY NON-RESIDENT. One day's legal catch 
of fish may be taken or shipped out of the State 
by a licensed fisherman. Coupon from license must 
be attached to package. 

SALE OF PROTECTED GAME. Unlawful to buy or sell 
at any time any game. 

SNARES, DEADFALLS and EXPLOSIVES. Unlawful 
to use. 

POSTED ENCLOSED LANDS, PUBLIC PARKS, GAME 
PRESERVES, GAME REFUGES AND ALL OTHER 
PUBLIC OR PRIVATE ENCLOSURES. Unlawful to 
hunt thereon at any time. 

PEARLS, CLAMS and MOLLUSKS. Unlawful to take 
without license. Resident $1.00; non-resident $50.00. 
Open season from July 1st to March 31st. 

TURTLES. Not protected. No device can be used to 
take turtles which will take other fish. 

NON-GAME BIRDS. Unlawful to kill at any time. This 
includes all kinds of song and insectivorous birds 
and other birds not designated as a game bird, ex- 
cept BLACKBIRDS, ENGLISH SPARROWS, CROWS. 
COOPER'S HAWKS, SHARP SHINNED HAWKS, 
GREAT HORNED OWLS. 

PRIVATE GAME FARMS and GAME and FUR-BEARING 
ANIMALS RAISED IN CAPTIVITY. Any game or 
fur-bearing animals taken during the open season 
may be held in captivity during the closed season by 
securing permit to do so from the State Game, Fish 
and Forest Fire Department. Permit fee for each 
species, $1.00. 

REPEALED LOCAL ACTS PERTAINING TO FISH. All 
local acts, except acts prohibiting the spearing of 
fish in any county, township, lake or stream repealed. 

LOCAL ACTS PROTECTING DEER. In full eftect in 
following counties: Berrien, Calhoun, Genesee, 
Ingham, Jackson, Kalamazoo, Oakland and St. Clair 
until 1920, and in Bois Blanc Island until 1918. 

MOOSE, ELK and CARIBOU. Unlawful to kill at any 
time. 

SUNRISE and SUNSET. It is unlawful to take or kill 
any wild water fowl from one-half hour . after sun- 
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set until sunrise the following morning. (Federal 
law protects water fowl from sunset to sunrise.) 

FROGS. Unlawful to kill for any purpose from Novem- 
ber 1st to June 1st each year. Unlawful to use 
artificial light in spearing. ^ Unlawful to h.aTe in 
possession from March 15th to June 1st for any pur- 
pose, except live frogs may be had in possession 
for experimental and scientific purposes. Unlawful 
to have in possession from November 1st to March 
15th, except when imported from other state or 
countries. Persons having frogs in possession at this 
time, must show invoice on demand of officers. 

PUBLIC LAKES. Any lake connected with any other 
public waters by any means whatever by which fish 
can migrate to and from such waters for any length 
of time during any season of the year is a public 
lake. — See People vs. Horling, 137 Michigan 406. 

PRIVATE LAKES. Lakes which are not connected with 
any other public waters in any manner by which 
fish can migrate to and from such waters during anyj 
season of the year for any length of time. — 137 Michi- 
gan 406. 

TRESPASS. Unlawful to trespass upon the enclosed 
lands of another person without consent of owner 
for the purpose of hunting, fishing or any other 
purpose. 

MOTOR BOATS. Unlawful to hunt waterfowl while 
upon any fioating device propelled by steam, gas, 
gasoline or naphtha; but this provision does not pro- 
hibit fishing from motor boats. 

TRAPPING. A hunting license also permits the holder 
to trap for fur-bearing animals, except beaver. I 

MINOR CHILDREN, under seventeen years of age cannot 
secure license, therefore, cannot hunt or trap, except 
on the enclosed lands of their parents upon which 
they live. 

AUTOMOBILES may be used to transfer hunters to 
hunting grounds, but must not be used in any man- 
ner that could be construed to be an act of hunting.
